INGLESIDE STAKES GO TO AN 
EIGHT-TO-ONE CANDIDATE. 


Six Entries for the Greatest Four- 
mile Race Ever Ran on the the 
Pacific Coast. 


WAWONA HAD TOBE SCRATCHED 


THE FIELD WAS WELL BUNCHED 
AT THE FINISH, 


Eastern Baseball Games Interfered 
with by Rain—Efforts to Organ- 
ize a New Amateur Athlietié 
Federation,

SAN FRANCISCO, May 1.—The 
four-mile race, the Ingleside Stakes, with a 
guaranteed value of $4000, was decided at 
Ingleside this afternoon, Little Bob, by 
Surinam-Daisy §., winning by two lengths, 
with the rest of the field bunched behind 
him. The winner was at 8 to 1 in. the bet- 
ting, and was riddem by Jockey Clawson. 
Little Bob is owned by W. Fisher. The dis- 
tance was covered in the fast time of 7:24%, 
which is ten seconds better than the track 
record. 

An unusually laree crowd attended the 
closing day of the regular '96-97 season of 
the Pacific Coast Jockey Club. The weather 
was delightful and the track in fast condi- 
tion. 

The four-mile race was a fitting close to 
the long period of racing, and brought out 
a field of six horses. which is the largest 
number of starters ever brought together in 
California for a race at that distance. An 
accident happened just as the horses were 
going to the post. Wawona, one of the en- 
trants, ran into a harrow, tearing a deep 
gash in his shoulder, and had to be scratched 
at the last moment. 

When the field was finally sent away, 
Lucretia Borgia, with but 92. pounds up, 
took the Jead and opened up a gap of six 
lengths. This lead was gradually increased 
as the miles were reeled off, and with the 
exception of Little Bob, the balance of the 
field were all under a pull. After the third 
mile had been run, Little Bob joined Borgia 
and the two raced together, entering the 
stretch for the final mile a dozen lengths 
ahead of Marcel, who was just beginning 
to move up. Under the punishment Little 
Bob passed under the wire two lengths ahead 
of Marcel, who secured the place in the last 
jump from Lucretia Borgia, Cant Dance, 
the favorite, was fourth, and Schiller, the 
second choice, fifth.

Indeed, it is easier to finu a mile race with 
sixteen starters than a four-mile race with 
four candidates. In 1866 the famous Jerome 
Park course was opened at New York with 
a four-mile race, in which Aldebaran, Fleet- 
ing, Onward, Kentucky and Asteroid were 


» nominated. But on the day previous to the 


race Aldebaran was taken sick and As- 
teroid broke down at exercise. . Mr. Alex- 
ander was allowed the privilege of substi- 
tuting another horse for Asteriod, and started 
his old mare Idlewild. The race was won 
by August Belmont’s b.h. Kentucky, by 
Lexington; P. 8. Forbes’s ch.h. Fleeting, by 
Balrownie, was second; and Thumas Buford’s 
ch.h. Onward, by Ringgold, third. The purse 
and stake was $9000, and the time was 7:32. 

At Jerome Park in 1867 five horses started 
for the Maturity Stakes, four-mile heats. 
The race was won by Capt. T. G. Moore’s 
br.h. Privateer, a half-brother to the Santa 
Anita mare Molly McCarty. After the second 
heat Privateer cramped so badly that it 
‘was thought he would die. A ew York 
Commiercial Advertiser reporter went into 
town and reported that John Morgan had 
won the race and that Privateer was dead.

A SPANISH VICTORY. 


PORT OF BANES LOST TO THE IN. 


SURGENTS. 


A Combined Land and Sea Attack 
Compelled the Cubans to Aban- 
don the Place — Filibusterer 
Murphy Arrested in Jamaica. . 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
HAVANA (via Key West,) May 1.— 
The port au Banes in Santiago de Cuba, 
held by Gen. Calixto Garcia and 6000 
Cubans, ever since the Laurada landed 
Roloff’s expedition, has been recovered 


val forces under Gen. Gomez Ruberte 
and Admiral Navarro. 

The Spanish forces combined at Nipe 
and Gen. Gomez Ruberte formed _ his 
forces, consisting of two columns, in- 
cluding 700 marines, 400 navy and 400 
infantry. These columns boarded the 
Spanish fleet under the command of 
Admiral Navarro, and protected by ar- 
tillery, landed under a heavy fire from 
the insurgents’ musketry at Ramon 
Peninsula, off Banes, losing during the 
removal of the troops one killed And 
seventeen wounded. 

Meanwhile the marine forces in 


| armed bands were sent to reconnoiter 


at the entrance of the port of Banes. 
They succeeded in removing three wire 
cables and torpedoes. The Neuva Es- 
pana was the first boat to enter the 
port of Banes. The Ligera followed 
with Admiral Navarro, Gen. Ruberte 
and his adjutants on board. The Span- 
ish columns then advanced, protected 
by fire from the Nueva Espana, which 
bombarded the insurgent heights and 
ultimately captured the Cuban fortifi- 
cations with a loss of forty men: 

The gunboats then communicated 
with Santiago de Opico, who with fifty 
-men commanded an ironclad fort. 
Within this fortification his men had 
heroically defended themselves during 
a 45-days’ siege. The fort was con- 
stantly surrounded by the insurgents, 
who, however, failed to- reach the 
stronghold which was to some extent 
protected by wire netting. The Cuban 
forces were at all times too far re- 
moved from the fortifications to do any 
serious injury to the fort, as their ar- 
tillery was short of range, due to the 
great height of the range. 

De Opico denies having received any 
water supply from the Cubans, and 
Says that when the Laurada entcred 
Port au Banes he sent an-armed boat 
with twenty men. out into the harvwor. 
He claims that the Laurada attempted 
to ram this boat, and that men were 
compelled to seek refuge on a nearby 
quay. The Laurada then proceeded to 
the interior of the harbor, landing the 
expedition out of reach of fire from the 
fort, remaining in port twenty-four 

urs. 

The cruisers Magallenes and Nueve 
Espana remained at Banes for the pur- 
pose of protecting the town of Banes 
from further attacks. The fort built 
in the interior of Banes and the 
wharves have been destroyed and will 
be reconstructed at the entrance of the 
harbor, within easy reach for yore 
and supply, thus preventing the future 
landing of expeditions. 

The Cubans, in view of the combined 
attack of the army and navy, aban- 
doned their stronghold without further 
resistance, leaving a large quantity of 
ammunition.

ST. JOHN’S (N. F.,) May 1.—The 
Frensh brigantine Amade, Capt. 
Fortin, from St. Malo,. arrived at St. 
Pierre tonight, bringing four surviv- 
ors of the lost brigantine Vallant, 
which foundered after striking an ice- 
berg off the Grand Banks on the night 
of April 14. These four were the 
only survivors of twenty-one men, who 
left the sinking Valliant in a ship’s 
lifeboat, seventeen having: perished as 
a result of exposure and frost bites. 
The bodies of the seventeen dead men 
were thrown overboard. The four sur- 
vivors claim to have kept themselves 
alive by eating the flesh and drinking 
the -blood of a dog belonging to the 
Vallant. This dog they say they took 
with them when they letf the ship. 
They were absolutely without water, 
provisions, sails, oars or proper cloth- 
ing, when left the brigantine. 
They say they had only time to jump 
from their berths into the lifeboat, and 
that no opportunity was afforded to 
make even slight provisions against 
cold and starvation. 


The seventeen men who died suffered” 


excruciating torments. The survivors 
seem to have fared little better. All 
four of the men are very weak. Two 
of them will lose all of their ibs and 
the other two will lose their feet as a 
result of frost bites: The men tell 
a story of a fierce struggle on board the 
ship for places in the boats, some thirty 
of the crew going down with the wreck. 
A somewhat similar fight occurred on 
board the lifeboat, the men quarreling 
about the division of the flesh of, the 
dog which was killed on the morning 
of the third day when four men had al- 
ready perished. Three died the next 
day, six the next and four the day pye- 
vious to their rescue. 

The rescue occurred at midnight on 
the sixth day. They were so exhausted 
that they found it impossible to shout 
when they saw the lights of the briga- 
tine Amade, which came near running 
them down in the darkness. The men

Four Turk- 
ish squadrons, which attempted to 
charge, were received with a combined 
rifle and shrapnel fire, which mowed 
down several hundred . Gree& irregu- 
lars codperated with the regulars. Fifty 
Greeks were killed. A major and five 
subalterns were wounded. 

A detachment of Turkish cavalry 
from WUarissa approached the railway 
between Pharsalos and Domokos, 
which town is about ten miles south 
of Pharsalos, in the Greek rear. Greek 
artillery opened fire upon the enem 
cavalry at long range, and after heavy 
cannonading forced the Turks ta re- 
tire, the Greek cavalry pureuirg them.

NEW YORK, May 1.—A special to 
the Herald from Kingston, Jamaica, 
says: Owing to the severe earthquakes 
the residents of Montserrat, after a 
week of terror, are abahdoning their

The seismic disturbances began a 
week ago today with a slight trembling 
of the earth’s surface, which lasted 
only a few second, and which was 
hardly noticed. This was followed at 
frequent intervals by shocks, each of 
whch lasted longer than the last and 
was more intense, until yesterday when 
there wg8 a great roar and the ground 
shook for fully forty seconds. Houses 
fell in and their occupants were buried 
in the ruins. 

Reports from the other islands are 
very unsatisfactory as to details. It is 
known here that Antigua, the prin- 
cipal island of the group, and Guada- 
lupe have suffered severely, but the ex- 
tent of the loss of life and property is 
not yet known. 

Accompanying the earthquake was 
the tidal wave, which, it is reported 
here, wrecked many small craft. The 
seas rose to a great height and caused 
incalculable damage.

AMBASSADOR HAY EMBARRASSED 


BY HIS PREDECESSOR. 


Bishop Hartzel’s Missionary Tour in 
Africa—Scandal in the Family of 
the Duke of Saxe-Coburg 
and Gotha.

LONDON, May 1.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Copyrighter, 1897, by the Associ- 
ated Press.) With the return of the 
Prince of Wales and his family to 
Marlborough house, and the opening of 
the Royal Academy and next week's 
drawing-room in sight, the season has 
fairly begun. The big houses are rap- 
idly opening and preparations for lav- 
ish hospitality are being made on all 
sides. 

William Waldorf Astor is making 
great preparations to entertain. He 
has taken Lord Normanton’s house for 
the jubilee procession, and has already 
issued invitations for two parties in 
June and a big dinner June 9, to meet 
royalty. 

The arrival and departure of the 
Queen to and from London on jubilee 
week will be a matter of semi-state. 
On Moray, June 21, the journey from 
Paddington station to Buckingham 
Palace will be imposing, and on June 
24 the procession from the palace to 
Paddington station, on the return to 
Windsor, will be the occasion for even 
a finer display. The Indian colonial 
troops will form the escort on the lat- 
ter occasion. 


BAYARD IS A STAYER. 


Thomas F. Bayard continues his stay 
here to the slight embarrassment of 
the United States embassy, the situa- 
tion being complicated by the absence 
of Queen Victoria, as Col: John Hay is 
not really the Ambassador until he pre- 
sents his credentials. It is said that 
the action of the consistorial court 
on Thursday, in deciding to make Mr. 
Bayard its accredited agent to convey 
the so-called log of the Mayflower to 
Boston, was taken in response to Mr. 
Bayard’s personal request, but to some 
degree at the expense of his suceessor, 
and the seeming rivalry between the 
ambassadors has caused considerablé 
gossip. Mr. Bayard says the recovery 
of the log is solely due to his personal 
efforts, as the papers he had from 
America were of a nature calculated tu 
cause the demand to be refused if pre- 
sented. The situation will be relieved 
om Monday next, when, by special ar- 
rangement, the Queen will receive Col. 
Hay at Windsor. 


BISHOP HARTZEL’S TOUR. 


Letters have been received from 
Bishop Joseph C. Hartzel of Cincinnati, 
from Freetown, Sierra Leone, bearing 
date of March 30, which gives interest- 
ing details of his work and the condi- 
tion of that country. The bishop 
writes: “I have now been in Africa 
two months and over, and thus far in 
my episcopal tour have given my time 
to Liberia and Sierra Leone. I made a 
thorough visitation of the four hundred 
miles of Liberian coast and the princi- 
pal places. That republic needs am@ de- 
serves the sympathy and help of its 
friends. Its commercial possibilities 
are great. The’ work of the Methodist 
Episcopal church in Liberia. includes 
three institutions of learning; we have 
fifty-three ministers and twenty-four 
lay helpers and teachers, or seventy- 
seven in all. I shall shortly sail on the 
steamer Boma for the Congo to visit 
our missiohs up the river, and out 250 
miles in the interior, to hold the Congo 
mission conference at Ouihangoa. Then 
to South Africa and up the coast to 
study the needs of a mission in the 
Zambesi region. My plan is now to 
continue up the east coast and study 
the methods and results of mission work 
in Eastern Central Africa and along the 
Mediterranean. I expect to return -to 
the west coast by next January, hold 
three conferences in Liberia and Angola 
again, and then return to America and 
report the results of my explorations 
and the needs and conditions of the 
work.” |

NEW ORLEANS, May 1.—The river 
continues to rise slowly. At midnight 
it was 15.9 feet above low water, and 
higher than it éver has been. Still there 
is less alarm than there has been for 
some time. ‘The people are preparing 
for a great battle._In many places the 
bank will be raised four feet. 
LATER:—The river is standing still 
today, while the fight is going on all 
along the line. . ‘ 

DRY LAND AT MEMPHIS. 
MEMPHIS, May 1.—For the first time 
n nearly fifteen days dry land is visible 
to the naked eye looking west from the 
Chickasaw bluffs into Arkansas. A fall 
of .7of a foot is recorded by the gauge 
here this morning, the heaviest since 
the decline set in. 

FLOOD HEIGHT AT ST. LouIs. 
ST. LOUIS, May 1—At 8 a.m. the 
river showed a rise of. seven-tenths of a 
foot in twenty-four hours, standing at 
30.6 feet. Points above on both the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri rivers show a de- 
cline at the same time, and with cool 
and tlear weather prevailing, prospects 
are that the flood will not be more seri- 
ous here. Observer Franenfield says; 
“The river at St. Louis will commence 
to fall Monday.” 

DANGER LINE AT ALTON.

A CHAT WITH JAMES A GARY. 


“ 


THE NEW POSTMASTER-GENERAL TALKS ABOUT HIMSELF 
AND HIS DEPARTMENT. 


How Gary Made Millions—His Business Education and How One Rich 
Father Taught His Son to Work—Some Points for Business Men. 
The Times and the Prospects—Our Postal Receipts 

as a Business Thermometer. 


[From Our Own 


Correspondent. | 


WASHINGTON, April 26, 1897. 
F ALL President McKinley’s ad- 
visers the man least known to 
the public is the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. Still he is one of the ablest 
of the Cabinet ministers, and he has 
for years stood high among the. busi- 
ness men of the United States, and 
through his wonderful business ability, 
h as made, I am told, a fortune of 
between five and six million dollars. 
He has cotton factories near Baltimore 
in which he employs over fifteen hun- 
dred hands, and the oceans and rivers 
of the world are spotted with the snow- 
white sails made from the cloth turned 
out in his mills. Gen. Gary has other 
large interests, and he has been made 
the trustee and manager of other mat- 
ters even greater than his own. He is 
connected with banking institutions 
and other corporations. He is the exe- 
cutor of the Enoch Pratt estate, and, 
as such, has a large part in controll- 
ing the millions which that philan- 
thropist left to the people of Balti- 
more. His ties of this kind, in fact, 
have in late years so increased that 
he has practically retired from the 
conduct of his private business, giv- 
ing it over to his son, a young man of 
37, who is his junior partner, and who 
shows, it is said, quite as much busi- 
ness ability of his father. Postmaster- 
General Gary has always been a Re- 
publican. I have seen it stated that he 
said not long ago that he had given on 
the average of $5000 a year for the last 
thirty years toward the support of the 
Republican party in Maryland. He has 
never been an office-seeker, but he has 
always been one of the counsellors of 
the party, and has for years been a 
strong friend of President McKinley.

HOW BUSINESS IS CHANGING.. 

“But does not business change in 
methods from year to year?” I asked.

“The business of today is not 
what it was twenty years ago. I don't 
think the chances of the average man 
gfe as good as they have been. I doubt 


whether we will again have the wages. 
and the opportunities of fortune making 


Which we have had during the past 
thirty years. The world is continually 
growing smaller. The telegraph has 
annihilated time and the railroad and 
the steamboat have almost conquered 
space. Look at the changes! When I 
was young the. London merchant sent 
his ship to India for its cargo. When 
he did so he knew that it would be six 
months in going and six months in re- 
turning by the way of the Cape of 
Good Hope and he waited a year for 
the result. The merchant of today 
takes a notion at 4 o'clock p.m. that he 
wants a hundred thousand bushels of 
Indian wheat. He writes a cablegram 
and sends it to the office and goes home 
to his wife and family. When he re- 
turns to his’ business the next day 
he finds a reply stating the the wheat 
has been purchased and is now being 
loaded. 

“Twenty-eight days later it is at the 
London dock, having steamed there via 
Suez Canal. Such things as this have 
changed the relations ‘of the peoples 
of the world. They have sharpened 
competition, and sooher or later they 
must to some extent, result in the level- 
ing of conditions. Today the labor of 
the whole world is*practically on call, 
or, if it is t so now, it soon will be. 
There are millions in China and India 
who will work for 5 cents a day, and 
the result is that they can farm and 
manufacture more cheaply than we can, 
They will more and more every year 
-~work for .the world, and I do not see 
hiw, with such competition, wages here 
can materially rise. They will rise in 
the poorer countries of the world as 
the foreign demand increases. They are 
doubling in Japan and India now, while 
here wages are falling.”’ 

“The situation is rather a serious 
one, is it.not? Our people cannot live 
on Asiatic wages; what is going to 
become of us?” 

“I believe we will be able to held 
our own by § our mechanical skill,” 
said the Postmaster-General. “I think 
we have a little bit better braifts than 
the Asiatic peoples, and that by our 
use of machinery and our Yankee in- 
genuity we will always beat pure 
muscle. The fact that the competi- 
tion exists, however, is apparent. We 
wil have to fight for all we get inthe 
future.” 

GOOD TIMES ARE COMING. 

“How about the- times, Gen. Gary? 
Do you see any signs of improve- 
ment ?”’

THREE WONDERFUL CHESTS. 


They were of oak, carved in the most 
elaborate manner, bound with brass, 


Irish 
and English silver. In one chest were 
six silver trays; the smallest, a tiny 
card tray, and the largest a huge tea 
tray, all of them having been designed 
and made before George the First was 
King. Then there were two sauce 
boats, engraved by Hogarth for the 
celebrated silversmith, Paul Lamerie. 
There were four wonderful candle- 
sticks, having upon them the English 
crest and some odd mottoes, and these 
were made as far back as 1698. There 
was a full tea set, a queer little wine 
funnel, which was credited with being 
engraved by Hogarth, a two-handled 
cup that had a stand and a cover, and 
a wonderful beer mug made in London 
in 1716 and originally the property of a 
member of the Beefsteak Club which 
used to meet in Fleet street and among 
whose members were many well-known 
and titled men, bitterly opposed to the 
administration of the then Prime Min- 
ister, Walpole. The motto of the club: 
“Beef and Liberty,” and “Long Live 
the King,” are engraved on the face 
of the mug. The second chest had queer 
old Irish salt cellars, such as the sil- 
versmiths made in the time of George 
Il; a pair of wonderful tea caddies, 
such as were used by Good Queen 
Anne; a Wine taster, one and one-half 
inches in diameter, chased and gilded, 
and made in London in 1660. There 
were all sorts of bon-bon dishes, fruit 
baskets, fruit dishes, punch bowls, 
salad bowls, cake baskets, and a cu- 
rious old potato ring, an article un- 
known in*this country, entirely of Irish 
use and manufacture. and made in 
Dublin not later th 1700. Phe third 
chest had all sorts «f small pieces of 
silver—those famous pistol-handled 
knives of the time of George II, spoons 
to suit each course, with the rat-tail 
handles, no end of forks of the early 
English period, five apostles’ spoons 
of. 1661, gnd one apostle spoon of 1625.

T IS refreshing @ these days when 
book-making has become the trade 

of every scribbler, and books are as 
numerous as the sands of the eea- 
shore, to find a book of the character 
of the little volume before us. The 
first story. and‘the one which gives the 
volume its title, is profound in its 
mental analysis, and is a psychological 
study that cannot fail of enlisting the 
interest of the intelligent reader. It 
- appeared originally in the Century 
Magazine, and it preaches a gospel of 
contentment, such as will lift those 
who heed it, up from the low levels of 


sordid selfishness to the grander heights, 


where true men walk. It illustrates 
the grandeur of noble manhood and 
preaches the gospel of content along 
the noblest lines of life, for the hero 
of the tale gives as the Secret of his 
happiness the sense that he has really 
lived the life of a man; that he wanted 


and obtained; aspired and realized, 
possessed and enjoyed, and was victo- 
rious over all obstacles which he en- 


countered in his path to success, 

It illustrates the power and triumph 
of an intense and determined will, and 
the posibility of doing and being what- 
ever that will elects that its possessor 
shall do and be. 

The remaining stories in the book are 
“Mary;” “The Lustigs;” and “Corinas 
Frammetta,” the last two of which of- 
ford the reader vivid glimpses of life 
in the poorer sections of a great city. 
They are stirring life pictures throbbing 
with a sense of reality. 

‘THE JESSAMY BRIDE. By F. Frank- 
fort Moore. [Chicago: H. 8S. Stone & 
Co. 

Gentle, lovable, awkward blundering 
Dr. Goldsmith and his sad little love 
romance are the themes of Frankfort 
Moore's novel, “The Jessamy Bride.” 
In the simplest and easiest style the 
novelist has succeeded in bringing out 
in his toterie of famous men, through 
their imaginary conversations, all the 
traits which history has accorded 
them, and the atmosphere of the fa- 
mous “Crown and Anchor” tavern is 
as delighiful Johnsonian as ever bos- 
well made it. 

Just where fact leaves the beaten 
trail and strays off into fictious paths, 
would be hard to say, but the main 
points of the story are established in 

“historical security, and the atmosphere 
of reality thrown about the rest insures 
their acceptance as being perfectly con- 
sistent. 

The conversations recorded are the 
strongest feature of the book, for to 
emulate the brilliance of the famous 
Literary Society, of which Johnson was 

. the king and dictator, is an ambitious 
task and one which more experienced 
novelists than Mr. Moore might hesi- 
tate to unuertake; that he has been 
successful in clothing with appropriate 
wit the repartee of so famous a coterie 
of English men of letters is the best 
testimony to the excellence of his work. 

“The Jessamy Bride” is, of course, 
Mary Hameck. Goldsmith's love for 
her showed itself devotion, 
and in efficient aid in her time of great 
need, and the story of his clever ex- 
pedient for extricating this pure and 
lovely girl from the power of a rascal, 
forms the chief episode of the book 
An incident of delightful interest is 
the first production of “She Stops to 
Conquer” at Court Garden, where a 
storm of praise and laughter greeted 
the comedy, while its author, trembling 
and distraught, wandered in St. James 
Park. afraid to go near the theater lest 
he hear that his play had been damned. 

Altogether, Mr. Moore’s work in this 
book is far and away beyond anything 
he has done before, though the story of 
Nell. Gwyn, among his shorter stories 
was an earnest of excellent things to 
come.

This latest book of Mr. Parker's is 
along new lines and is more an ex- 
periment than an achievement, and yet 
it is drawn with the hand of a master 
who knows just how to appeal to the 
reader's sympathies, and enlist them 
in behalf of characters that are full 
of faultiness and altogether lacking in 
a nice sense of genuine honor and up- 
rightnes, 

The story is of a French Canadian 
family, who in past generations had h,ld 
high rank in life, but who for long 
years had been passing through a pe- 
riod of decadence, retaining all of their 
old aristocratic pride, but losing some- 
what in gentile breeding. Their princely 
holdings had been lost to them through 
the various misfortunes which had be- 
fallen them. They had become simple 
farmers, living generously, yet ever 
clinging to the traditions of their nobler 
past. But at length fortune smiles 
upon them again and they win back 
onee more their ancestral position. 

But the interest of the story centers 
largely about two characters which are 
‘most ingeniously drawn. These are 
Christine, the youngest daughter of the 
house, and the Hon. Tom . Ferrol, 
“whose abilities lay in splendid 
plausibility, a spontaneous. blarney,” 
who “could no more help being spend- 
thrift of his affections and his morals 
than of his money.” 

Then come the experiences of love and 
sorrow and’ and that deception 
which sometimes blinds hearts_to the 
truth and makes life a tragedy.” It is 
human nature and human experiences 
which Mr. Parker has drawn for us so 
deftiy in this story, and we are stirred 
by it, and there are times when we

KINGS IN ADVERSITY. By Edward

As a‘Study of human nature this 
book is full of lights. and shadows, 
‘and of the strange inconsistencies. that 
govern it, when reasoning from false 
premises, this story is a full and forc- 
ible illustration.; It shows how false 
ideas of patriotism and the. love of hu- 
man equality, controlled by the one 
mad idea that strong government is 
the enemy of freedom and that all 

are tyrents and the foes and op- 


enemies of the human race lead men 
into danger. It illustrates the folly of 
a few men attempting to set right by 
force what is wrong in the world, and 
the madness and danger of socialistic 
theories, showing that they are like a 
great powder magazine, ready to ex- 
plode so soon as the lighted match is 
thrown into it, and work destruction 
and chaos. 

The principal hero of the story is the 
Crown Prince of an imaginary king- 
dom, who comes to this country under 
an assumed name to study the insti- 
tutions and life of this new world. He 
is kidnaped by some of his owm peo- 
ple who had been exiled from the 
fatherland fof conspiracy against the 
government about ten years previous 
They were determined to compass the 
overthrow of the kingdom, and to kill 
the Prince unless he would pledge him- 
self never to assume the crown. His 


pressors of their subjects, and the 


conspirators keep him in ignorance of 
the fact, and are at work, while the 
young man is held captive, to estab- 
lish a republic. The leader is a traitor 
who had stood high in the confidence 
of the old King, but who.seeks to rule 
in his stead as President of the new 
republic. 

The story is full of stfrring incident, 
of plots and intrigue, with threads of 
romance intermingled. with which the 
reader sympathizes.

LITERARY COMMENT. 


A Soctlety of Russian Authors. 


[Literary Digest:] Much interest and 
discussion were aroused in literary 
circles by the organization of the Brit- 
ish Society for the Protection and En- 
couragement of Writers. Sir Walter 
Besant is the originator and head of 
this society, and he expects it to ac- 
complish wonderful results. The os- 
tensible object is to aid new authors, 
but it is no secret that the real purpose 
of the society is to watch and overcome 
publishers. It is, in fact, generally re- 
garded as a sort of writers’ “trades 
union” for the protection of the knights 
of the pen against the supposed self- 
ishness of publishers. 

A more interesting and remarkable 
experiment is the organization at St. 
Petersburg of a “Union of Mutual Aid 
of Russian Writers.” The liberty of 
organization is of course restricted in 
Russia, aud it is regarded as significant 
that authors should be allowed to form 
a union having such imvortant func- 
tions and powers as the one just called 
into existence.. The late Czar issued 
a ukase approvriating annually 50,000 
rubles in aid of poor authors and jour- 
nalists, and this was hailed as an offi- 
cial recognition of the profession of let- 
The authorization of the new so- 
ciety is also construed as an important 
concession to the freedom and dignity 
of the press. 

All literary Russia is greatly agitated 
by the event. What is expected from 


the society may be gathered from the 


constitution and by-laws adopted, 
which we find in the St. Petersburg 
Novoye Vremya, and translate: 

“The aims and objects of the society

‘gard to the demand and supply of lit- 
erary labor; to organize pension, in- 
Surance, and relief funds, as well as 
homes and hospitals for aged and sick 
writers; to issue a special organ: to 
call conventions of Russian writers: to 
establish a library and reading-room 
for members; and, finally, to organize 
a court of honor.” 

This “court of honor” will be an in- 
teresting and unique experiment. It 
is to be charged with preserving the 
integrity and morality of the profession 
against assaults of scandalmongers, 


How “Titus” Was Written. 


If the common commercial ratings 
were applied 4o books according to their 
circulation, Mrs. Florence Kingsley’s 
“Titus” would be rated at AAAI, for 
its circulation some time.ago went be- 
yond the million mark. In an interview 
in the Puritan, the author tells how the 
book was written. The “favorite un- 
cle’ spoken of was, we venture to 


guess, Rev. Dr. James H. Ecob. Mrs.- 


Kingsley says: 

“*Titus’ was an accident, or, as I pre- 
fer to believe, an inspiration. I happen 
to have a favorite uncle who has al- 
ways fancied that I hada gift for 
writing; and when, a few years ago, a 
publisher offered a prize for the best 
story embodying the life of Christ, this 
uncle sent me the circular, with the 
words ‘You must write this’ scrawled 
across it. I glanced over the announce- 
ment, carelessly brushed it aside with a 
little laugh at the absurdity of my too 
partial relative’s demand, and gave the 
subject no further conscious thought. 
But something must have happened in 
that part of my brain where the un- 
hidden work goes on, for vague ideas 
kept haunting me until, at 4 o'clock one 
morning, I suddenly awoke with the 
whole plot of ‘Titus’ clearly outlined in 
my mind, and from that moment the 
story gave me no rest until it was fin- 
ished, eight weeks later. It seemed as 
if I could not stop. I wrote day and 
night. I would often take up my pen 
without an idea of what I was going to 
say, and whole pages would seem to 
come ‘out of the nowhere into the her.’ 

“TI like to feel that perhaps the world 
had some speaial need of the Ilittle 
story, and the letters that I have re- 
ceived from all sorts and conditions of 
men, women and children, thanking me 
for its special message to them, would 
seem to em¢ourage the,belief. I value 
these simple and often-ignorant expres- 
sions more than the $1000 prize that 
‘Titus’ won. I may never write a great 
novel, but I would rather have done 
ever so little toward the upliftingrof hu- 
manity than to have achieved brilliant 
literary success. ‘Titus’ has at least 
had a widespread audience, as you see. 
Here are three different English edi- 
tions, besides translations into French, 
German, Italian, Spanish, Swedish and 
Hindu: and now it is being translated 
into Japanese.” 

Mrs. Kingsley's second book, 
“Stephen,” is having a successful sale, 


and her third book, “‘Paul,”” is now on’ 


the press. Beside her accomplishments 
as a writer, Mrs. Kingsley is quite a 
painter, something of a musician, a 
devotee of the wheel, and the happy 
possessor of five, well-mothered chil- 
dren.

The contrary is unfortunately quite 
probable, for the clearest result of an- 
nexation will be to saddle on these 
worthy people the taxes from which 
they would escape if they were simply 
given autonomy. Byt these young per- 
sons have been s@fluced by the magic 
of their classical recollections. Behind 
the soldiers of Prince George and Col. 
Vassos they see resuscitated the shades 
of the Homeric heroes, and even the 
shadowy profiles of the gods and god- 
desses of Olympus. 

“It is a phenomenon analogous to 
that which was to be seen under siin- 
ilar conditions during the last years of 
the restoration. But then a very simple 
explanation could be given. All higher 
instruction, all the young romantic 
poetry, at this time in all the flower of 
its novelty, were dominated by a ra- 
tional and intelligent . philhellenism. 
An Historie school whose exageera- 
tions have since been modified ascribed 
to the Greeeks, just escaped from Turk- 
ish bondage, a triumphant passage 
from expiring medieval conditions to 
the pagan clearness of the Renaissance. 
People had faith in the future of the 
Greeks, first from education and sec- 
ondly from curiosity. There is nothing 
like this now. The higher education Is 
more positive and poetry is more cir- 
cumspect, but the classic names have 
kept their prestige, and sentimentalisin 
has retained its seduction.” 


How to Write Short Stories. 

{The Publisher’s Circular:] In the 
Temple Magazine for the current month 
(March) some eight or nine writers at- 
tempt to expound the law regarding the 
production of short stories. The law 
seems tO Vary a grvat deal to prevent 
mistakes it may be stated at once that 
the net result of the exposition is not 
such as will enable anyone who cares 
to give his mind to the one thing to out- 
rival Mr. Kipling. Mr. Robert Barr 
sets the ball rolling, merrily and with 
great confidence. His views lean to the 
conventional, for he *finds that both 
America and France produce better 
short stories than come from English 
pens. This might have been true 
twenty years ago; today the accuracy 
of the’ statement dwindles away in 
qualifications. Whatever may have 
been the case in the past, several Eng- 
lish writers whose names will occur to 
everyone famliar with current fiction 
are now masters in the art of the short 
story. Mr. Barr, of course, gives ex- 
amples to enforce his argument. They 
are “‘Marjorie (spelled ‘Margery’ by 
Mr. Barr) Daw;” “The Lady, or the 
Tiger?” “The Man Without a Coun- 
| try,” and “some of the short stories 
| by Mary E. Wilkins.” Mr. Aldrich, 
| Mr. Stockton and Mr. Hale write de- 
| lightfully, but where is Mr. Bret Harte, 
_the best of all American short-story 
writers? And Miss Murfree (Charles 
Egbert Graddock,) deserves to stand at 
least ‘on @-level with Miss Wilkins. 
Mr. Harold Frederic puts in a word 
for Mr. Howells, and Mr. Joseph Hock- 
ing refers t@ Mr. Kipling. “If any one,”’ 
says the latter rather irrelevantly, “‘has 
Kipling’s power, let him use it; but 
cheap Kipling is very cheap indeed, 
and Kipling copied is usually poor 
stuff,” As to hints, Mr. Arthur Mor- 
rison strives to be practical, and Mr. 
G. B. Burgin’s remarks are sensible. 
. But all the. same, the secret of the 
short: story is not revealed. ° 


Robert Beverly Hale. 


When Robert Beverly Hale died on 
October 6, 1895, American literature lost 
a talented beginner, who, if he had had 
time to develop his gifts and to gather 
the experience of life that comes only 
with increasing years, would unques- 
tionably have held high place in her 
annals. Even as it is, his performance 
is worth studying for its own sake, and 
not merely as a promise of what now 
can never be; for his “Six Stories and 
Some Verses,” published since his 
death, in. a most attractive manner, 
are excellent in matter and in manner. 
We find in them, of course, the tre- 
mendously deep knowledge of life which 
the young always flatter themselves 
they possess; but there is in them no 
youthful cynicism to make this imag- 
inary worldly wisdom disagreeable to 
older readers. On the contrary, a gen- 
tle,loving disposition that would have 
preached sweetness and light, not the 
gospel of the nothingness of everything, 
in the books that the young man never 
lived to write. ‘The book contains a 
prefatory note by the author’s father, 
the Rev. Edward Evereit Hale. Pri- 
mari.y intended, we suppose, for a Nar- 
rower circle, the book will find its way 
into a wider one, whére it will establish 
the reputation of its author.

It is gratifying to learn that Chief 
Hazen of the Secret Service Bureau 
has recovered a number of the docu- 
ments bearing on the early history of 
the country, which were etolen from 
the library of Congress. A number of 
the missing papers were recovered 
from a New York dealer, among them 
being the journal kept by Washington 
during Braddock’s ¢ampaign, 1755, 
which is valued at $5000. It is believed 
that the New York purchaser did not 
pay more than $50 for it. 

Dr.. Fritz Hommel, the well-known 
Assyriologist, has been engaged for 
some time on an important work on 
the ancient Hebrew tradition, in which 
he proposes to demonstrate the inade- 
quacy of the purely literary methods 
employed by higher critics of the Old 
Testament.

ACCORDING TITLES. 


The Etiquette of Addressing Public 


Omficials. 

It is rather surprising to find that fn 
the matter of addressing public officials 
the most’ widespread ignorance pre- 
vails, and yet it might, at any moment, 
be of the utmost importance that one 
should be conversant with the particu- 
lar form upon which custom has set its 
seal. Supposing, for instance, one 
wishes to address a communication to 
the President of the United States, 
there are two forms from which he 
may choose. If the letter concerns 
matters of state, or is of a purely busi- 
ness nature, he should use the super- 
scription; 

The President, 
Executive Mansion, 
Washington, D. C. 

The name should not be appended to 

the title, and under no circumstances 


should the term “White House” be 
used, always Executive Mansion. 
If the letter is of a personal and 


friendly nature 
Hon. William McKinley, 

Executive Mansion. 

Washington, D. C., 
is allowable. 

Nothing is in worse taste than to ad- 
dress an ex-President by any sort of 
title. There may be many judges and 
mayors, but only one President, and 
the title, so far as the individual is 
concerned, dies with the office. 

Members of the Cabinet shouid be ad- 
dressed as follows: 
Hon. Edward Everett, 
State United States, 

ashington, D. C. 

With the Chief may or 
may not use the name. “To the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court, Washing- 
ton, D.C.,”" is quite sufficient, if nut 


preferable. It is correct, however, to 
write: 


Secretary of 


Hon. George W. Warrison, 

Chief Justice of the Supreme Court. 

Members of both houses enjoy the 
title of honorable, which ie wziven 
them not merely in the House (as in 
England.) but in the world at large. 
They share it with members of the 
State Legislature, Federal and State 
judges and mayors of cities. The cis- 
tinction is, therefore. not a specially 
high one, but should not be omitted 
from the superscription. It is very 
bad form in either newspaper reports 
or in addressing communications. to 
use the expression “Congressman 
Smith.” - It is not sufficiently epecific. 
One should say ejther Representative 
or Senator. . 

“His Excellency,” originally applied 
to the President, has now fallen tnto 
desutude, except for the governors of 
States and ministers of the diplomatic 
corps, where it de rigeur. 

The old State form of addressing a 
foreign Ambassador, and one that is 
still in use is as follows: 

Hon. Thomas F. Bayard, 
Ambassador for the United States of 
America, 

Near the Court of St. Jamies. 

London, Eng. 

One should not.use the expression 


t Berlin,” or what is better 

ear the German Emperor.” 
of “Hon. E. F. Uhl,” “His Excel- 
lency,”” without the name appended, 
may be used, as for example: 

His Excellency, th® Ambassador for 
the U. S. of America to Germany, 
Near the German Emperor. 

Berlin, Germany. 
For the genral of the U. §S. army, if 
such an office can be said to exist 
since the death of Gen. Shefman, the 
proper superscription is simply: 
William T. Sherman, .- 
General in Command, 
Washington, D. C. 
With the Commander-in-chief the 
best usage is to omit the name and 
simply address: 
Commander-in-Chief 
of the United States Army, 
War Department. 
Washington, D. C. 
And the adjutant,

A few words may also be useful as 


| to officials outside diplomatic circles 
.Jn addressing a bishop, for instance, 


one should be careful to use the fol- 
lowing form: 


| The Rt. Rev. Henry Codman. Potter, 
D.D., Bishepwf New York.} 


In addressing a clergyman, if the 
first name or initials are attainable, 
one should subscribe: 

Rev. William Jones, etc. 

If not, then “The Rev. Mr. Jones; 
or, if a doctor of divinity and the first 
name is attainable; “Rev. William 
Jones, D.D.,”" otherwise “The Rev. Dr. 
Jones.” 

One should distinguish very sharply 
between the .genuine ‘“‘professor”’ of a 
university and the ex-officio “prof.” 
If a letter is to be addressed to a 
schoolmaster or a teacher of book- 
keeping, say, who lays claim to the 
title, it is perhaps best to favor him 
the abbreviated .‘“Prof.,” followed by 
his initials, as, for example, Prof. G. W. 
Smith; but if it is addressed to a gen- 
uine professor write both the title and 
the name or names in full, as ‘“Pro- 
fessor George Washington Smith.” 
Professor Smith is proper only when 
the message is to be delivered by hand 
rather than by post. 

There has been an immense amount of 
discussion as to whether women physi- 
cians should prefix the titles ‘“‘Miss’* 
or “‘Mrs.”’ to their name. The question 
has been decided rather in favor of 
omitting these titles, writing the name 
simply, Mary W. Norris, M.D. Indeed, 
so common has now become the custom 
that one may know a woman physi- 
cian for years without ever ascertain- 
ing whether or not she is a marri 
woman. All the papers in medical jour- 
nals whitten “by women are thus 
signed. - 

These various titles used in address- 
ing the individual at-.the beginning of 
the letter should be followed by “Dear 
sir,”’ ‘“‘My dear sir,”” or ‘My dear Pres- 
ident McKinley,” according to the de- 
gree of intimacy. When a stranger, 
“Dear sir,’ or “My deaf sir,” is pref- 
erable, the latter being the more for- 
mal. If-a social acquaintance, then “My 
dear President: Cleveland, “My dear 
Secretary Olney,” “Dear Judge Harri- 
son, etc., is the most approved manner 
of address. This same rule follows 
throughout the list. as. “Dear Gen. 
Sherman,” “My dear Bishop Potter” 
“My dear Prof, Smith.”” With ambassa- 
dors, it is rather better form, however, 
to use “your excellency.” 

So much for officials. In the unofficial 
walks ot life also more discrimination 
should be used. Mr. should be strictly 
reserved for tradesmen, and the more 
elegant ‘‘Fisq.”” added to the name of 
the prefessional man. 


However, none of these distinctions 
are as binding, or so freighted with im- 
portant results as kindred regulation 
in less democratic forms of government. 
For. instance, {It is thé rule that the pa- 
per On which letters to the Queen of 
England are written must not be fold- 
ed. and ho comumnication which bears 
evidence of having been creased will 
ever find its way into Her Majesty’s 
hands, for the simple reason that she 
refuses to look at it. The proper method 
is to write on thick, glossy white pa- 
per, and to dispatch the missive in 
an envelope which fits it. ‘

Eat with a hard 
sauce. All sorts of juicy fruits are suit- 
able for this pudding. 

A DELICIOUS TURNOVER. 

Upper crust is what we all deem a 
delicacy, and yet the much-abused un- 
der crust may be made to rival it in 
lightness and to excel it in flavor. Any 
housekeeper who once tries a large 
turnover, by way of pudding or pie, 
made carefully after the following 
recipe, will find once a week, while fruit 
is plentiful, none too often to serve it. 
By the time rhubarb has lost its spring 
tenderness and flavor other fruits will 
be coming in, one after the other, each 
one of them, strawberries, raspberries 
(always sprinkled with red currant 
.juice,) blackberries, huckleberries, each 
and all lend themselves to this partic- 
ular dish in such a way that each one 
seems better than the preceding, al- 
though that was pronounced perfect at 
the time of serving. Indeed, so popular 
is this dish, “right side up when upside 
down,” that the notable housewife who 
introduced it to the writer is invariably 
asked for the recipe when a guest par- 
takes of it for the first time. 

Nothing could be easier to make, and 
Success is sure if the oven bakes weil 
on the bottom. It may be necessary 
to take the shelf from the bottom at 
first and to elip it in again if the 
crust browns before ine fruit is 
cooked. With this precaution in mind 
proceed thus: For a.quart or three 
pints of fruit or rhubarb, cut in 
squares, allow a generous pint of 
flour sifted with a heaping teaspoon 
of baking. powder, and half a teaspoon 
of ealt. Rub into this half a cup 
of- lard shortening, half butter and 
half white dripping or lard. Mix with 
about a cup of cold milk into a dough. 
only just soft enough to handle. Roll 
.out once into a sheet about half as 
thick as for biscuits. Keep for this 
purpose a bright tin dripping or bis- 
cuit pan, grease it and line bottom 
and sides with crust, put the fruit 
In layers, sprinkling susar between. 
allow, 4 heaping breakfast coffee cup 
to a bunch of rhubarb. At the last 
moment. sprinkle over all 
quarter of a cup of cold water. If the 
bake at once, all sogginesas will be 
avoided. A large, square mat dish is 
just the thing in which to serve this. 
Allow the first hand-plistering heat 
to pass away from the pan, then put 
the dish over it: grasp with a cleth 
in each hand, after running a knife 
around the edges and under the cen- 
ter, and the turnover will.present a 
most appetizing appearance, espe- 
cially if the fruit has not been se! inted. 
A well-beaten egg added ‘to the milk 
makes the crust_a litfle more tender.

commanders have ever been obliged to 
undergo, since never before were there 
such vast armies in existence and 
ready for almost instant mobilization. 
And, although the little army of 25,000 
men of which Gen. Miles is commander, 


drawn up in battle array. Their faa 


can, by no g conceivable chance, be 
‘drawn into the vortex of war. he is, 
waiching the changing situation day 
by day with the keenest interest. Yes- 
terday he sat at his desk and discussed 
the latest developments at length. 


LOOKS FOR A SHORT WAR. 


“Do you belieye, then, that the na- 
tions of Flrope, if they come into con- 


flict, will make-that conflict brief?” I 
asked. 
“Undoubtedly., The next great war 


will be short and sharp. There will 
never again be a prolonged conflict 
like that which Napoleon I waged on 
the nations of Europe. In the first 
place, the armies.are all ready to fight. 
No time would be needed for prepara- 
tion. In the Franco-Prussian war, you 
may remember, Germany began to 
move troops as soon as the German 
Ministers withdrew from Paris, At the 
beginning. of our civil war, we lacked 
not only troops, but also the material 
of war. We had to-send abroad for 
guns and ammunition and for cloth- 
ing. The armies of Europe are well- 
supplied. They are prepared to go into 
conflict on short notice. In thessecond 
ulace, Europe has now the railroad and 
the telegraph, which were not known 
in Napoleon’s time. Troops had to 
move on foot and munitions to be car- 
ried in wagons a hundred years ago. 
Dispatches then were sent by messen- 
gers. Now the telegraph carries dis- 
patches as quick as thought, and 
troops and supplies are transported by 
railroad in a fraetion of the time once 
required, arid without fatigue. . 

“All the methods of war have changed 
ina hundred vears. We fought the war 
of the revolution with flint-lock mus- 
kets: the war of 1812 with flint-locks; 
the Mexican war with percussion mus- 
kets; and the war of the rebellion with 
muzzle-loaders. Now muzzle-loaders 
have practically disappeared.” 

I asked Gen. Miles if he believed the 
next great conflict would be very 
bloody. 

“It has been generally surmised,” he 
said, “that the invention of the new 
engines of war would make war impos- 
sible because of the enormous’*sacrifice 
of life. Take the machine gun—the 
Maxim gun, for ‘example—it will fire 
from 400 to 700 shots a minute. If you 
had 400 men in front of a Maxim gun 
and the gun could be aimed right, you 
would wipe out that force in ome min- 
ute—or even a force of 700 men. It 
would seem that the carnage in modern 
warfare must be fearful; but the con- 
trary is true. As improvement in weap- 
ons have been made, logses on the field 
of battle have decreased. There never 
have been such losses as there were be- 
fore the invention of long-range -fight- 
ing implements. When the armies. of 
Hannibal and Caesar went into conflict 
with swords and spears, the weaker of 


Then came warfare with bows and ar- 
rows: armies fought at* longer range, 
and the slaughter was less. With the 
invention of missiles at greater range 
men fought at still greater distance, 
and the fatalities decreased. In the 
Japanese-Chinese war modern weapons 
were used by the Chinese and the Jap- 
anese lost only about 650 men—not 
enough to fill a large New York thea- 
ter. The next great conflict will involve 
a loss of money rather than men. One 
ref the big modern guns throws a ton 
of iron at every shot; and powder and 
projectiles cost $1000.” 

BIG GUNS AND COAST DEFENSES. 

“Will the next great war be fought 
chiefly on land or on sea?” 

“The alliance made between the na- 
tions which are a party to the war 
will determine that. And no one can 
tell what they will be. The French and 
English are hereditary enemies, yet 
they seem to be on the most friendly 
terms today. So are the Germans and 
the French at times, in spite of their 
past differences; and so, again, are 
the French or Germans and the Rus- 
sians. But in general I would say that 


the contending forces was annihilated.-} 


that in the Crimean war they kept the 
French and English off by sea, and they 
ad to make a land attack. Modern 
coast defences are almost invincible. 
They consist of three forces, first, the 
big guns; second, mortar batteries; 
third, torpedoes. The modern gun js 
mounted on a disappearing carriage, 
which brings the gun.and men who 
are handling itt under protection when 
it is not in the act of being discharged. 
The mortar may be behind a ledge or 
even a hill. The men who are working 
it may never see the enemy. And yet 
they can be so directed, by telephone 
or telegraph, that the great projectile 
can be made to alight in a certain 
square. If this projectile comes’ down 
.on a ship, it will goright through the 
decks, the machinery and the. huil. 
Torpedoes operated by electricity are 
an almost perfect protection for a har- 


bor. 
“Most of the countries of Europe are 


were mobs commanded by men who, as 
a rule, were without experience. Bragg, 
Robert E. Lee, Sidney Johnston, Joe 
Johnston, and Stonewall Jackson on one 
side and Grant, Shermaa, d their as- 
sociates on the othér, were men who 
had never seen a big battle or com- 
manded a division. For the first three 
years the armies and their command- 
érs were learning the busin@ss of war. 
Even the details of camp life were new 
to the soldiers. They had to learn how 
to cook, how. to bivouac, how to march, 
how to drill. If we had had the prepa- 
ration for fighting which most of the 
European nations now have, the civil 
war would have been finished much 
more quickly. Now we have a great 
many men of wide experience among 
us. But they are owing older. In a 
few years they wifl all have passed 
away. 


“Muzzle-loading muskets were used 
chiefly on both sides: in the civil war, 
although breach-loaders were in use 
before 1860. Our army should have 
been equipped with breach loaders in 
the last war. But armies are slow to 
adopt anything new, and it was not 
until the war was nearly ended that 
the breach-loader was ured to any ex- 
tent. Before that time our soldiers 
bit the cartridge and drove the bullet 
down on the powder with a ramrod. 
Now our army is equipped with a mod- 
ern magazine rifle, carrying bullets now 


re. 


well prepared with coast defences. 
China was not. She had good defences 
at Port Arthur, but most of her ports 
were unprotected. Japan first concen- 
trated her navy on one part of the 
Chinese navy and destroyed it. Then 
she blockaded the ports of China and 
said ‘“‘come down.”’. And China, her com- 
merce destroyed and her cotrce of 
supplies cut off, came down. She had 
to pay Japan $200,000,000 and give up 
part of her territory to have the block- 
ade removed. It was humiliating, but 
she was helpless. The same thing hap- 
pened during our civil warn The great- 
est blow struck by the North was the 
blockading of the. southern. ports. The 
South was cut off completely from all 
munitions except those of her produc- 
tions. The southern people could not 
even get quinine for their hospitals. 
And not only were supplies kept out 
but the cotton was kept in, so that 
they could not get money with which 
to buy what they needed. If the. ports 
of the South had not been blockaded 
the map of our country would be dif- 
ferent today.” 
GENERALSHIP WRLL WIN. 

Returning to the next European war, 
Gen. Miles reiterated his belief that it 
would be short.» 

“The Franco-Prussian war,” he said 
“lasted only forty-eight days. The 
next conflict will be won by. skill—by 
generalship. Modern fortifications have 
kept pace with modern weapons. At- 
tacks on fortified places will be made 
by approaching them under cover of 
night and entrenching. Feild artil- 
lery is reckoned five times as effective 
as sea artillery, because of its firmer 
foundation. Ordinary field artillery can 
be supplemented by great guns brought 
up by steam power along temporary 
railroad tracks, under the protection of 
darkness. A hole in the ground will 
protect the piece if it is mounted on a- 
disappearing carriage, and it can be 
used as effectively as the great artil- 
lery’ within the fortifications. Ap- 
proaches will be made by night or un- 
der the protection of timber, and en- 
trenchments will be thrown up by the 
advancing forces until they make the 
assault. There will be a great many 
night assaults. There were some not- 
able night napa in our civil war, and 
the night assault was one of Skobeleff’s 
favorite methods of attack. 


all the other modern inventions—what 
part will they play in the conflict?” 

“They have in Europe a kind of pow- 
der very much like dynamite which 
they fire from a gun. The composition 
is a secret. The dynamite gun as we 
know it has not been a success. The 
one which our fortifications board 
tested exploded, and the one sent to 
Cuba met the same fate. The field 
telegraph and the signalling machinery 
will play an important part. As to the 
balloon, ite use in war is not new. Its 
practicability was tested during the 
siege of Paris. Experiments have been 
made to show at what elevation it is 
-safe, and with what shot it can be 
reached most effectively, but it has not 
demonstrated great value for the pur- 
pose of warfare yet: That latest in- 
strument of locomotion, the bicycle, is 
yet to have its first practical test. But 
all these are matters of minor impor- 
tance. The great engines of conflict 
will be the small-bore magazine rifle, 
the machine gun, the eight-inch, thir- 
teen inch anti the sixteen-inch guns, 
with their huge projectiles and their 
disappearing carriages, the mortars an? 
the torpedoes;” These, the _ skill to 
handle them, and the money to pay for 
munitions of war, will determine the 
next great conflict. ; 

UNCLE SAM’S NEXT WAR. 
“Whenever the United States is in- 
volved in war it Will be found neces- 
sary to educate a new set of command- 
ing officers. 

“By education,” he continues, 
mean the training that comes-~- only 
with experience. There are today in 
the United States men who fought in 
more hard engagements than any of 
the generals of Nepoleon. But these 
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are men who went through the kindér- 
gartn and the academy and the nor- 
mal school of experience after the war 
began. One reason for the ‘protraction 
of our great civil was war that the

“warship one foot into the air. The force, 


of the shot from the mouth of the 13- 
inch gun would raise a battleship 
twenty feet into the air. we are now 
having made at the Watervliet arsenal 
for use in coast-defense work a 16-inch 
gun. It has not yet been decided where 
it will be-mounted. Italy has even 
larger guns on her ships—17-inch guns. 


CRITICISM ANSWERED. 


“I suggested that the faculty armies 
have of making ‘haste slowly in adopt- 
ing new ideas was justified, if the crit- 
icisms of the small-bore rifle were well 
founded. Last summer several French 
authorities attacked the new rifle. They 
said that the purpose of a rifle ball was 
to stop the soldier shot. In the Chft- 
ral expedition it was reported that men 
who were struck with bullets from the 
new rifles went on fighting, unconscious 
of the wound. The same report came 
from Abyssinia, where the Italians suf- 
fered so serious a defeat. Finally, in 
the Jameson raid, the small-bore rifle 
was said to have done little execution. 
A man shot through the liver on the 
Chitral expedition, it was said, got well 
in a week. A man shot in the ankle, 
knee, loins and head, showing six bul- 
let wounds, was able walk to the 
ambulance, and was well in a few days. 
Menelek’s men kept on fighting after 
they had been shot through. 

Gen. Miles thought these criticisms 
were not well-founded. ‘Possibly some 
of those big, burly blacks,” he said, 
“were not stopped promptly by the 
bullete—perhaps because some of them 
were pushed on by those behind. But 
I am satisfied that if-you hit a*man 
in the heart he will stop pretty quickly. 
And, for my part, I would rather have 


‘a chance at five men with small bul- 


lets than at one man 
one.” . 


NEED OF COAST DEFENSES. 


“We have great need of coast de- 
fenses. No nation with which we could 
come in conflict could send over here 
in her ships enough men to hold their 
place on our shore until the ships could 
return with another load. But the 
greater part of this country’s wealth 
is centered in our seaboard cities. In 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, Charleston, Savannah, New Or- 
leans, San Francisco, and the other 
cities on our seacoast, there is not less 
than $6,000,000.000 worth of property 
which, if not protected by coast de- 
fenses, would be under control of any 
hostile nation with a large naval force. 
The rich man would not be the heaviest 
sufferer by an attack on these cities. 
The poor man would suffer in the loss 
of his occupation and his little prop- 
erty much more proportiorately than 
the rich man, who could put his bonds 
into his pocket and go into the inte- 
rior. An attack on those cities would 
drive into the country millions of im- 
poverished, hungry men. These men 
would foment discontent against the 
government. That was what happened 
in China. The natives, driven into 
the interior, created a political stress 
which the government had to meet 
within, at the time that it was trying 
to resist its foreign foe without. 

‘ “We think we’re a big nation because 
we own an immense territory with a 
great population. In the matter of 


with a ‘large 


population we are erowing, and shall 


continue to grow. There are boys now 
living who will know the time when 
this country will hold 2.000,000,000 peo- 
ple. But population does not make a 
great nation, any more than a know!l- 
edge of topography will make a great 
railroad engineer. A great nation must 
be prepared ‘to fight. to upheld its prin- 
aisles. and to protect itself. Mast of 


the nations of Europe are better pre- 
pared to fight than we are. Fortu- 
has shown a dis si- 
tion to provide for the defense 0 our 
coasts, and we have made a great start 
in that direction.”

An Interview With 
: Gen, Nelson A, Miles, 


[Special Correspondence of The Times. 


WASHINGTON (D. C.,) May 1. 


ELSON A. MILES, genera! of 
the United States army, is one 
of the few military leaders’ of 
** these times who can take a dis- 
uation téday. 
Russia has a war strength of 13,000,- 
000 men. 3 
Germany’s possible strength is 4,142,- 
000. Austria-Hungary could muster 
2,581,000 men. 
The British government can claim a, 
strength of 662,000 fighting men. 
France can call out 3,430,000 trained 
soldiers in an emergency. 


The Italian army 
would include 3,144,000 men. 

In case the trouble between Greece 
and Turkey should continue, all these 
millions of possible combatants may be 


drawn up in battle array. Their gen- | 
erals will be put to the severest tests 
commanders have ever been obliged to 
undergo, since never before were there 
such vast armies in existence and 
ready for almost instant mobilization. 
And, although the Jittle army of 25,000 
men of which Gen. Miles is commander,

can, by no conceivable chance, be 
drawn into the vortex of war. he is 
waiching the changing situation day | 
by day with the keenest interest. Yes- 
terday he sat at his desk and discussed 
the latest developments at length. 


LOOKS FOR A SHORT WAR. 

“Do you believe, then, that the na- 
tions of Europe, if they come into con- 
flict, will make that conflict brief?” I 
asked. 


“Undoubtedly... The next great war 
will be short and sharp. There will 
never again be a prolonged conflict 
like that which Napoleon I waged on 
the nations of Europe. In_ the first 
place, the armies are all ready to fight. 
No time would be needed for prepara- 
tion. In the Franco-Prussian war, you 
may remember, Germartiy began to 
move troops as soon as the German 
Ministers withdrew from Paris, At the 
beginning of our civil war, we lacked 
not only troops, but also the material 
of war. We had to send abroad for 
guns and ammunition and for cloth- 
ing.. The armies of Europe are well- 
supplied. They are prepared to go into 
conflict on short notice. In thessecond 
ulace, Europe has now the railroad and 
the telegraph, which were not known 
in Napoleon's time. Troops had to 
move on foot and munitions to be car- 
ried in wagone a hundred years ago. 
Dispatches then were sent by messen- 
gers. Now the telegraph carries dis- 
patches as quick as thought, and 
troops and supplies are transported by 
railroad in a fraction of the time once 
required, arid without fatigue. 

“AH the methods of war have changed 
ina hundred vears. We fought the war 
of the revolution with flint-lock mus- 
kets; the war of 1812 with flint-locks; 
the Mexican war with percussion mus- 
kets; and the war of the rebellion with 
muzzle-loaders. Now muzzile-loaders 
have practically disappeared.” 

I asked Gen. Miles if he believed the 
next great: conflict would be very 
bloody. 

“It has been generally surmised,” he 
said, “that the invention of the new 
omnes of war would make war impos- 
sible because of the enormous sacrifice 
of life. Take the miachine gun—the 
Maxim gun, for example—it will fire 
from 400 to 700 shots a minute. If you 
had 400 men in front of a Maxim gun 
and the gun could be aimed right, you 
would wipe out that force in one min- 
ute—or even a force of men. It 
would seem that the carnage in modern 
warfare must be fearful; but thé con- 
trary is true. As improvement in weap- 
ons have been made, logses on the field 
of battle have decreased. There never 
have been such losses as there were bBe- 
fore the invention of long-range fight- 
ing implements. When the armies of 
Hannibal and Caesar went into conflict 
with swords and spears, the weaker of 
the contending! forces was .annihilated. 
Then came warfare with bows and ar- 
rows: armies fought at’ longer range, 
and the slaughter was less. With the 
invention of missiles at greater range 
men fought at still greater distance, 
and the fatalities decreased. In the 
Japanese-Chinese war modern weapons 
were used by the Chinese and the Jap- 
anese lost only about 650 men—not 
enough to fill a large New York thea- 
ter. The next great conflict will involve 
a loss of money rather than men. One 
of the big modern guns throws a ton 
of iron at’ every shot; and powder and 
projectiles cost $1000.” : 


BIG GUNS AND COAST DEFENSES. 


“Will the next great war'be fought 
chiefly on land or on sea?” 

“The alliance made between the na- 
tions which are a party to the war 
whl determine that. And no one can 
tell what they will be. The French and 
English are hereditary enemies, yet 
they seem to,be on the most friendly 
terms today. So are the Germans and 
the French at times, in spite of their 
past differences; and so, again, are 
the French or Germans and the Rus- 
sians. But in general I would say that: 
there is less likelihood of a successful 


pttack by sea than by land: You know 
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that in the Crimean war they kept the 
French and English off by sea, and they 
had to make a land attack. Modern 
coast defences are almost invincible. 
They consist of three forces, first, the 
big guns; second, mortar batteries; 
third, torpedoes. The modern gun is 
mounted on a disappearing carriage, 
Which brings the gun and men who 
are handling it under protection when 
it is not in the act of being discharged. 
The mortar may be behind a ledge or 
even a hill. The men who are working 
it may never see the enemy. And yet 
they can be so directed, by telephone 
or telegraph, that the great projectile 
can be made to alight in a certain 
square. If this projectile comes down 
on a ship, it will goright through the 
decks, the machinery and the. huil. 
Torpedoes operated by electricity are 
- almost perfect protection for a har- 

or. 


were mobs commanded by men who, as 
a rule, were without experience. Bragg, 
Robert E. Lee, Sidney Johnston, Joe 
Johnston, and Stonewall Jackson on one 
side and Grant. Sherman, and their as- 
sociates on the*othér, were men who 
had never seen a big battle or com- 
manded a division. For the first three 
years the armies and their command- 
ers were learning the business of war. 
Even the details of camp life were new 
to the soldiers. They had to learn how 
to cook, how to bivouac, how to march, 
how to drill. If we had had the prepa- 
ration for fighting which most of the 
European nations now have, the civil 
war would have been finished much 
more quickly. Now we have a great 
many men of wide experience among 
us. But they are owing older. In a 
few years they will all have passed 
away. 


“Muzzle-loading muskets were used 
chiefly on .both sides in the civil war, 
although breach-loaders were in use 
before 1860. Our army should have 
been equipped with breach loaders in 
the last war. But armies are slow to 
adopt anything new, and it was not 
until the war was nearly ended that 
the breach-loader was used to any ex- 
tent. Before that time our soldiers 
bit the cartridge and drove the -bullet 
down on the .powder with a ramrod. 
Now our army is equipped with a mod- 


“Most of the countries of Europe are 


ern magazine rifle, carrying bullets now 


well prepared with eoast defences. | 
China was not. She had good defences 
at Port Arthur, but most of her ports 
were unprotected. Japan first concen- 
trated her navy on one part of the 
Chinese navy and destroyed it. Then 
she blockaded the ports of China and 
said ‘“‘come down.” And China, her com- 
merce destroyed and hef cource of 
supplies cut off, came down. She had 
to pay Japan $200,000,000 and give up 
part of her territory to have the block- 
ade removed. It was humiliating, but 
she was helpless. The same thing hap- 
pened during our civil war. The great- 
est blow struck by the North was the 
blockading of the.southern. ports. The 
South was cut off completely from all 
munitions except those of her produc- 
tions. The southern people could. not 
even get quinine for their hospitals. 
And not only were supplies kept out 
but the cotton was kept in, so that 
they could not get money with which 
to buy what'they needed. If the ports 
of the South had not been blockaded 
the map of our country would be dif- 
ferent today.” 
GENERALSHIP WILL WIN. 

_ Returning to the next European war, 
Gen. Miles reiterated his belief that.it 
would be short. 

“The Franco-Prussian war,” he said | 
“lasted only forty-eight days. The 
next conflict will be won by skill—by 
generalship. Modern fortifications have 
kept pace with modern weapons. At- 
tacks on fortified places will be made 
by approaching them under cover of 
night and entrenching. Feild artil- 
lery is reckoned five times as effective 
as sea artillery, because of its firmer 
foundation. Ordinary field artillery can 
be supplemented by great guns brought 
up by steam power along temporary 
railroad tracks, under the protection of 
darkness. A hole in the ground will 
protect the piece if it is mounted on a 
disappearing carriage, and it can be 
used as effectively as thé great artil- 
lery within the _ fortifications. Ap- 
proaches will be made by night or un- 
der the protection of timber, and en- 
trenchments will be thrown up by the 
advancing forces until they make the 
assault. There will be a great many 
night assaults. There were some not- 
able night assault in our civil war, and 
the night assault was one of Skobeleff’s 
favorite-methods of attack. 

“The dynamite gun, the balloon, and 
all the other modern inventions—what 
part will they play in the conflict?” 

“They have in Europe a kind of pow- 
der very much like dynamite which 
they fire from a gun. The composition 
is a secret. The dynamite gun as we 
know it has not been a success. The 
one which our fortifications board 
tested exploded, and the one sent to 
Cuba met the same fate. The field 
telegraph and the signalling machinery 
will play an important part. As to the 
balloon, its use in war is not new. Its 
practicability was tested during the 
siege of Paris. Experiments have been 
made to show at what elevation it is 
safe, and with what shot it can be 
reached most effectively, but it has not 
demonstrated great value for the. pur- 
pose of warfare yet. That latest in- 
strument of locomotion, the bicycle, is 
yet to have its first practical test. But 
all these are matters of minor impor- 
tance. The great engines of conflict 
will, be the small-bore magazine rifle, 
the machine gun, the eight-inch, thir- 
teen inch and the sixteen-inch guns, 
with their huge projectiles and their 
disappearing carriages, the mortars ana 
the torpedoes. These, the skill to 
handle them, and the money to pay for 
munitions of war, will determine the 
next great conflict. 

UNCLE SAM’S NEXT WAR... 

“Whenever the United States is in- 
volved in war it will be found neéres- 
sary to educate a new set of commanda- 
ing officers. 

“Bx education,” he continues, © “TI 
mean the training that comes only 
with experience. There are today in 
the United States men who fought in 
more hard engagements than any of 
the generals of Nepoleon. But these 
are men who went through the kinder- 
gartn and the academy and the nor- 
mal school of experience after the war 
oamnn. One reason for the protraction 
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about as big around as a pencil, and 
with the aid of smokeless powder send- 
ing that bullet three miles effectively. 
Thé rifles are sighted for a mile. They 
will carry that distance to an indivdual 
mark. But operating against a mass 
of men, they can be sent three miles 
with sufficient force to kill, if thev 
strike a man in a vital spot. We have 
»field artillery with a range of from 
three to six miles, while our guns 
thirty-three years ago were not effect- 
ive at more than 1000 yards. Our heavy 
artillery is proportionately more effeet- 
ive. It has been calculated that the 
8-inch gun throws a projectile with 
an initial force which would raise a 
warship one foot into the air. 
of the shot from the mouth of the 13- 
inch gun would raise a battleship 
twentv feet into the air. we are now 
having made at the Watervliet arsenal 
for use in coast-defense work a 16-inch 
gun. It has not yet been decided where 
it will be mounted. Italy has even 
larger guns on her ships—1l7-inch guns. 


CRITICISM ANSWERED. 


“I suggested that the faculty armies 
have of making haste slowly in adopt- 
ing new ideas was justified, if the crit- 
icisms of the small-bore rifle were well 
founded. Last summer several French 
authorities attacked the new rifle. They 
said that the purpose of a rifle ball was 
to stop the soldier shot. In the Chit- 
ral expedition it was reported that men 
who were struck with bullets from the 
new rifles went on fighting, unconscious 
of the wound. The same report came 
from Abyssinia, where the Italians suf- 
fered so serious a defeat. Finally, in 
the Jameson raid, the small-bore rifle 
was said to have done little execution. 
A man shot through the liver on the 
Chitral expedition, it was said, got well 
in a week. A man shot in the ankle, 
knee, loins and head, showing six bul- 
let wounds, was able to walk to the 
ambulance, and was well in a few days. 
Menelek’s men kept on fighting after 
they had been shot through. - 

Gen. Miles thought these criticisms 
were not well-founded. “Possibly some 
of those big, burly blacks,” he said, 
“were not stopped promptly by the 
bullete—perhaps because some of them 
were pushed on by those behind. But 
I am satisfied that if you hit a*man 


| in the heart he will stop pretty quickly. 


And, for my part, I would rather have 
a chance at five men with small! bul- 


lets than at one man with a large 
one.”’ 


NEED OF COAST DEFENSES. 


“We have great need of coast de- 
fenses. No nation with which we could 
come in conflict could send over here 
in her ships enough men to hold their 
place on.our shore until the ships could 
return with another load. But the 
greater part of this country’s wealth 
is centered in our seaboard cities. In 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, Charleston, Savannah, New Or- 
leans, San Francisco, and the other 
citieS on our seacoast, there is not less 
than $6,000,000.000 worth of property 
which, if not protected by coast de- 
fenses, would be under control of any 
hostile nation with a large naval force. 
The rich man would not be the heaviest 
sufferer by an attack on these cities. 
The poor man would suffer in the loss 
of his occupation and his little prop- 
erty much more proportiorately than 
the rich man, who could put his bonds 
into his pocket and go into the inte- 
rior. An attack on those cities would 
drive into the country millions of im- 
poverished, hungry men. These men 
would foment discontent .against the 
government. That was what happened 
in China. The natives, driven into 
the interior, created a political stress 
which“éhe government had to meet 
within, at the time that it was trying 
to resist its foreign foe without. |

It is a bit of solid comfort for a 
school-boy or girl to realize that if they 
are plodding along patiently in mathe- 
matics and once get the multiplication 
table fixed in their memory their work 
will stay by them and be of practical 
use.

as yet, never had a single lesson in 
the two “R's” (“‘righting’’ and “rith- 
metic’), could solve in an instant, 
mentally, problems that would have 


puzzled his elders even with pencil 
and paper in hand. The news of this 
infant prodigy soon spread through the 
neighborhood, and the father was per- 
suaded to take the boy on a tour of the 
United States. Many persons renowned 
for their knowledge of mathematics and 
eminent as philosophers hastened to see 


ordinary powers. In the midst of his play 
they gave him such problems as raising 
the number eight (8) progressively up to 
the sixteenth power, and even in the 
last result, viz. 281,474,976,710,656, he 
was right in every figure! 

Think of this for a moment, boys— 
this computed in the child’s mind so 
quickly that the person who was writ- 
ing down the answers asked him to 
give out the figures more slowly, as he 
could not write them down as swiftly 
as they were given. He would tell in 
this same quick manner the exact prod- 
uct arising from the multiplication of 
any number consijsting of six or seven 
places of figures, @nd all the fa¢tors of 
which it is composed. Not only was he 
thus, marvelously quick at the raising 
of powers. but he would, in a. twinkling 
extract the square and cube roots of 
the numbers proposed and detérmine 
whether it was a prime number. One 
day a very wise set of men came with 
specially-prepared questions and asked: 
the lad to name therfactors which pro- 
duced the number 247,483, which he did 
at once, naming the numbers $41 and 
263, which in fact, are the only two 
which will produce it. Now comes a 
“poser.”’ ‘Give,’ said the questioners, 
“the factors of 36,083."" Almost imme- 
diately came the reply, ‘There are 
none,’ and sure enough, this is the case, 
as 36,083 is a prime number, and there- 
fore, of course, has no factors.

FOUR SMART PRIVATES. 


Notable Occasion When @Qaic 
Wits Made Up for Slow Leg*. 

Once upon a time four private soldiers 
captured and made prisoners fifty-two 
soldiers, men and officers. Does not 
that beat any feat in the “Three Mus- 
keteers,” or even anything that Mol- 
vany and his friends ever accom- 
plished? And the feat of this brave, 
long-headed quartet is authentic his- 
tory, though history has not taken the 
trouble to tell us what their names

They were Prussian grenadiers, these 
four, and the deed was done in the 
very first Prussian battle under the 
young king who was afterward to be 
known as Frederick the Great. 

It was in the first hour of the 9th of 
March, 1741, King Frederick had in- 
vaded Silesia, because Silesia belonged 
of right to him, but was claimed by 
the great Maria Theresa, empress of 
Austria and queen of Hungary. Glo- 
gan, Silesia, was a town held by the 
Austrians that the Prussians 
termined to take by storm; the bat- 
talions marched up to the walls be- 
fore midnight more like cats than like 
soldiers, so still were they, not a 
jingle of spurw or sabre in the whole 
attacking force, not a word above @ 
whisper spoken, and no more whispers 
than needd must, when the great town 
clock struck 12, the Prussians at three 
points began scaling the fortifications 
hewing doWn palisades, pouring into 
Glogan before the Austrians well knew 
whether or not they were awake or 
only had the nightmare. Now our four 
grenadiers were at the tail end of their 
regiment, and got over the glacis the 
last and some way behind their com- 
rades; on geting to the top they were 
in a confusion and turned to the right 
instead of to the left as théir com- 
rades had done. In two minutes, if 
you please, they were rushing right 
into a mass of Austrians still ranked 
in arms.

JACK OF KNARESBOROUGH. 


The Blind Road Maker and Some of 

His Astonishing Achievements. 

We think generally that it is a very 
modern thing to train blind children 
to be at ease in going about, to get 
them so they can walk and run and 
play without awkwardness and fear 
and real danger to themselves. And so 
it is, so far as the teaching in schools 
goes. Wonders are done now, and wise 
teachers are all the time studying how 
to help the blind in this way more and 
more, though the most wonderful of 
all the physical feats of the blind was 
when Prof. Campbell, a blind man, 
guided a party of blind boys up Mt. 
Washington, and that happened some 
years ago. 

But before any teachers were study- 
ing the reduction of the physical help- 
lessness of the blind, there were blind 
people who did great things in train- 
ing themselves. The first extensive 
maker of good roads in modern Eng- 
land, the first, that is, since the days 
when the Romans made their wonder- 
ful roads there, was a. blind man. He 
was called “Blind Jack of Knaresbor- 
ough,’’ and his surname was Metcalf. 

He was born in 1717, and smallpox 
took away his sight when he was 6 
years old. In afew years he was play- 
ing with the other boys almost as if 
he, too, could see; he went bird-nest- 
ing, rode to hounds, swam _ so well that- 
one time and another he saved three 
boys from drowning, and played on 
the violin. As he grew older he bought 
horses and was very fond of racing 
them; one time a new course was 
worked out ,and he was challenged to 
ride a race on it; every one thought 
he’d be sure to lose his way and so 
lose the race; but he hired twenty men 
to stand on the edge of the track at 
different points and ring dinner bells, 
and the sound guided him and he won 
the race. After this a gentleman who 
owned a horse that was notoriously 
giyen to running away, offered to 
wager Blind Jack that he could. not 
gallop that horse for fifty yards and 
then stop him within 200 yards of the 
starting point. Metcalf took the wager, 
and then what did he do? He was al- 
lowed to choose his own ground, arid 
he arranged it so that after the first 
fifty yards he should ride straight into 
a bog; he had people at hand to help 
him out, for the horse sank to his 
belly long before the 200-yard limit was 
reached; the wager was won, but it 
took a great deal of work to get the 
horse out. ‘ 

Once Metcalf met a stranger at dusk 
who had lost his' way; it was on the 
road from: York to Harrogate, a road 
full of windings, and in many places 
just a rough track across a wild moor. 
Blind Jack brought the gentleman safe 
to his ‘inn; and was asked to have a 
drink with him. After a _ time the 
stranger observed aside to the landlord 
that he feared his guest was drinking 
too much. “What makes you think so?” 
said the innkeeper, who knew Metcalf 
well. “Why, there is such a queer 
look in his eyes,”’ said the other. . 

“His eyes,’ quoth the old friend. ‘O, 
sir, it's a misfortune, not a fault, you 
see in his eyes—he’s stone blind.” 

The traveler turned around and asked 
Metcalf if it was true he was blind. 
“Why.” he cried, when he got his an- 
swer, “if I'd known that I would not 
have traveled: that road from York 
with you for a thousand pounds.”’ 

“And I, sir.” said the blind man, 
‘“‘would not have lost my way and yours 
for ten thousand.”

MORE SCHOOL BONDS. - 


RECOMMENDATIONS SUMBITTED BY 
THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


More Tran 8300,000 Needed for a 
New High School, Additions to 
the Present School Buildings, 
Purchase of Lands and Furni- 
ture, 


The Board of Education has prepared 
a voluminous report of the needs of 
the public schools in the way of new 
buildings and additions to those now 
standing and has recommended to the 
Council that an issue of $337,900 in 
bonds be authorized. The full report, 
which is as follows, was filed yesterday 
with the City Clerk, and will be brought 
before the Council on Monday next: 

To the City Council of the city of Los 
Angeles—Gentlemen: The Board of 
Education of the city of Los Angeles 
finds that the public interest and neces- 
sity of the people of the city of Los 
Angeles demand the building and 
equipping of certain schoolhouses, and 
that additions be made to certain 
school buildings heretofore erected, and 
that lands be acquired upon which to 
build such schoolhouses, and for school. 
grounds, the cost of which will be too 
great to be paid out of the ordinary 
income and revenue of said schools, 
and that it is therefore necessary that 
an extraordinary sum be raised for 
said purposes by the issue of bonds of 
the said city of Los Angeles. 

The Board of Education therefore 
submits to the said City Council the 
plans and estimates for such school 
buildings, and of the cost of furniture 
and buildings, and 
of the cost o nds to be purchased. 

The plans and estimates have been 
adopted by the Board of Education, 
and are hereby transinitted to the City 
Council for its adoption, that the same 
may serve as a basis for the proceed- 
ings incident to the issuance of .such 


quests that the City Council take into 
consideration the propositions herewith 
submitted, and call an election for the 
eames of bonds, and take such other 
proceedings as may be neces 
lawful in the premises. 
The particular list of the proposed im- 
provements, as adopted by the Board 
of Education, is as follows: An addition 
of’ four rooms to the Sixteenth-street 
school building; an addition of four 
rooms to the San Pedro-street school 
building; an addition of six rooms to 
the Sixth-street school building; an ad- 
dition of four rooms to the Seventh- 
Street school building; a new building 
of four rooms in the southerly portion 
of the Ninth Ward; a new building of 
four rooms in the Second Ward, north- 
erly from the Castelar-street school; 
an addition of four rooms to the Pico 
Heights school building: a new four- 
room school building to take the place of 
the present two-room Santa Fé-avenue 
school building; an addition of four 
rooms to the Amelia-street school build- 
ing; a new -school building of four 
rooms in the territory westerly from 
Westlake ark; an addition of six 
rooms to the Swain-street school build- 
ingy the said building to be first re- 
moved to a better location, after sell]. 
ing or exchanging the present grounds: 
a new school building of five rooms to 
be located within, or adjacent to, the 
present district of Macy-street school: 
an additional high-school building of 
size  eerye to provide thirty school- 
rooms, and that such building be con- 
structed so as to provide for industrial 
education in connection with.the High 
School. 
According to these estimates the total 
cost of the proposed buildings and ad- 
ditions will be $231,200, of which $150,000 
will be for proposed new high-school 
building. 
The estimated cost for heating appa- 
ratus for said buildings and additions 
will be the additional sum of $17,400. 
We have also made an estimate of 
the probable expense that will be in- 
curred in connection with the fore- 
going improvements, in the purchase of 
additional lands for school sites and 
grounds, and we estimate the items of 
the cost of the purchase of lands as fol- 
lows: For additional land for the 
school in Swain-street school] district, 
$3500; for two lots at the Seventh- 
street school, $1500; for school grounds 
for new building in the southerly por- 
tion of the Ninth Ward, $800: for new 
building in the Second Ward, northerly 
from Castelar-street school, $2000: for 
additional grounds at Amelia-street 
school, $2500; for new school ounds 
for the district southwester from 
Westlake. Park, $5000: for grounds for 
new high-school building, $25,000: for 
additional land to furnish school 
grounds for District No. 19, in which 
the Olive-street school is located, $15,- 
000; for school grounds for proposed 


new building for Macy-street school

lands of $59,300; we also estimate that 
the expense of furniture for the new 
high school, and of furniture for said 
new school buildings and additions will 
amount to $36,000. According to the 
foregoing plans and estimates the total 
cost of said proposed buildings, school

337,900, 

Prior to adopting the estimates» of 
cost of such buildings and additions 
to said buildings ,the Board of K:luca- 
tion obtained from the Superintendent 
of Bufldings ofthe city of Loa Ange- 
les, the plans of said new buildings 
and additions, which are submitted 
herewith, and at the same time ob- 
tained from said Superintendent 0? 
Bulldings estimates of the probable 
cost of said new buildings. 

The estimates are also herewith sub- 
mitted, and ape as follows: 

For the purpose of addition of four 
rooms to the Sixteenth-street school 
building, the sum of $5500; for the pro- 
posed addition of four rooms to the 
San Pedro-street school building, the 
sum of $6500; for the proposed addi- 
tion of six rooms to the Sixth-street 
school building, the sum of $9600; for 
the proposed addition of four rooms to 
the Seventh-street school building, the 
sum of $5500; for the proposed school 
building of four rooms in the south- 
erly portion of Ninth Ward, the sum 
of $6300: for the proposed new build- 
ing of four rooms in the Second Ward, 
northerly from the Castelar-street 
school, the sum of $6300; for the pro- 
posed addition of four rooms t) the 
Pico Heights school, the cost will be 
$5600; for the proposed building of four 
rooms to take the place of the pres- 
ent Santa Fé avenue-scheoo! building, 
the cost will be $6300; for the proposed 
addition of four rooms to the Amelia- 
street school building in ‘the Eighth 
Ward, the cost will be $5590; for the 
proposed new four-room building to 
be erected in the territory westerly 
from Westlake Park, the cost will he 
$6300; for the proposed new High 
School building of thirty rooms, the 
cost will be $150,000; the cost for the 
addition of six rooms to the Swain- 
street school building will be £10,000; 
the cost of the proposed new tive-room

The estimates include architect's 
plans, fencing, planking, blackboards, 
etc., all complete in every respect ex- 
cept the heating apparatus for the 
above school buildings and additions 
to such buildings. 

The foregoing recommendations are 
made by the Board of Education in 
recoynition of the increasing demands 
of the city for new and additional 
school facilities. Each proposed addi- 
tion of schgol room is made in response 
to recommendations made to the Board 
of Education by the Superintendent of: 
Schools, on account of present and 
prospective overcrowding of the schools 
now existing in the various portions of 
the city. 

We have included in these estimates 
the call for an additional High School 
building, because the present High 
School building is intended to accom- 
modate not more than 600 pupils, 
whereas there are now nearly 1200 in 
the same, and there are likely to be 
from 1500 to 2000 High School pupils 
in the city in the near future. 

It is the unanimous opinion of the 
members of the Board of Education 
that the time has come, when to ignore 
these public needs would subject us 
to charges of carelessness and neglect 
of the true interests of the city.

To Limit the Use of Sewage Water 
Outside City Limits. 

The Sewer Committee filed the fol- 
lowing report yesterday:

sewer services in one sewer connection, 
be filed, inasmuch as the work has al- 
ready been done in usual form.

your committee now beg to recom- 


mend that the use of the ditch along 


the south line of King street, from; 


Vermont avenue to Rosedale avenue, be 
discontinued in the use of sewer water 
except such portion of said ditch as 
is now covered: that the sewer watér 
be diverted southerly at the point 


where the covering of said ditch ceases,

Stephen C: Hubbell has filed a peti- 
tion to the Ceuncil asking that the 
grade of Fifth street between Bonnie 
Brae and what would be the extension 
of Burlington avenue be established 
preparatory to grading at the earliest 
possible date. 


To Grade the Street. 

J. W. Haver, per 8. C. Hubbell, 
agent, and two other petitioners have 
filed a communication to the 
representing that they own all of, the 
property fronting on Pavilion Place, 
that they desire to have that street 
graded and have entered into a contract 
with Frank Gillespie, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Council, to have the work 
completed in six weeks after the pas- 
sage of the necessary ordinance accord- 
ing. to the plans and specifications of 
the city. They therefore ask that they 
be permitted to grade Pavilion Place by 
private contract subject to the ap- 
proval and acceptance of the Street Su- 
perintendent. 


Filed a Protest. 


J. A. Hill et al. have filed a protest 
to the Council against the proposed 
sewering of Connecticut street. They 
represent that the property-owners on 
one side of the street have already been 
assessed for the sewer on Eleventh 
street and have connected their prop- 
erty with that property. They regard 
the proposed sewer as useless and a

SNUWDEN DISCHARGED. 


NO EVIDENCE SUFFICIENT TO CON- 
VICT HIM OF THEFT. 


The Explanation of How the Docu- 
ment Became Matilated and 
Copies of the First Few Pages 
Substituted for the Original. 


Robert Snowden was brought before 
Justice William Young in the Town- 
ship Court yesterday forenoon at 10:30 
o'clock for examination on a charge 
of having stolen, removed, secreted and 
destroyed, a page of the final report 
of the grand jury, filed in Department 
One of the Superior Court om April 20, 
1897. The page which Snowden was 
accused of taking from the report con- 
tained comment on justices of the 
peace. 

The defendant was in court yester- 
day with his counsel,, Jud R. Rush, 
Esq., and Le Compte Davis, Esq., while 
the people were represented by As- 
sistant District Attorney W. T. Wil- 
liams. Before any testimony was 
taken Attorney Rush offered a genera! 
demurrer to the complaint, principally 
on the ground that it did not state 
that Snowden was not an officer of 
the court, or one who had authority to 
have the report in his possession. 

This demurrer was offered. without 
argument, and overruled by the court. 
Charles L. Logan, Deputy County 
Clerk and clerk of court in Depart- 
ment One, was the first witness called 
to the stand. At the request of Wil- 
liams, Logan produced and opened an 
envelope containing the report of the 
grand jury. This report was offered in 
evidence by the District Attorney, but 


to by the counsel for the defense. 

After the court had allowed the doc- 
ument to be admitted, Logan told who 
the persons were who had handled the 
report on the day it was filed. The 
first to look at the report was Deputy 
District Attorney Holton, according to 
Logan’s testimony, and from Holton 
it went in the hands of Court Reporter 
Fred H. McAllister. To the best of 
the clerk’s recollection, Robert Snow- 
den then took the document. This 
was at about twenty minutes to 10 
o'clock. ‘ 

After Snowden, who was at that 
time employed as a reporter on the 
Record, had taken the report, and while 
it was in his posséssion, parties un- 
known to the witness called for and 
looked at it. When Snowden had 
finished looking at the report, Consta- 
ble H. H. Yonkin took it. Some time 
afterward, during which time the docu- 
ment went into the hands of three or 
four persons, it was handed to R. B. 
Kidd, 
Express. He began copying the state- 
ments contained in the report, and 
Logan left the courtroom for & short 
time and’ went into the Judge’s cham- 
bers. 

Wen he returned, Kidd and John 
Knight, a reporter on the Herald staff, 
eaeh had portions of the report, and 
were busily engaged in taking extracts 
therefrom. As Logan had cautioned 
each reporter to whom he had given 
the report that it was the only and 
original copy, he was not ot all pleased 
to see that it had been taken apart, 
and with Kidd’s assistance he put it 
together., 
together again, Logan gave it to Ex- 
City Clerk Charles Luekenbach, and, 
after Luckenbach returned it, the re- 
port was given to F. A. Coleman, the 
court reporter of the Times. 

On cross-examination Clerk Logan 
testified that the first eight pages of 
the document introduced ds evidence 
were not the identical eight pages filed 
on April 20. _In explanation of this cir- 
cumstance, Logan produced seven pages 
of paper on which the first eight pages 
of the original filed report had heen 
pasted. Logan admitted that he could 
not swear that these mutilated pages 
were the ones actually filed, but said 
that he was morally certain that they 
were. Three of the seven he identified 
as original pages, but could not swear 
positively as to the other four pages. 

Logan further. testified that the re- 
port had been examined a few days 
later and a page missed. This was the 
page 6n which were the comments on 
the justices of the peace. A portion of 
the contents of this page had been re- 
writtel and ordered substituted by the 
‘court, and that portion was pinned in 
the report as filed yesterday. It con- 
tained a censure of Justices Morrison 
and Rossiter. .

As an answer to the question was 
insisted upon, and Justice Young stated | 
that he had a little curiosity himself in | 
the matter, McAllister asked that the | 
question be repeated. He was then | 
asked to point out wherein the page he | 
held in his hand differed from the one_ 
he read in the grand jury report on 
the morning of April 29. This question 
was objected to on the ground that the 
report was admitted as a true and cor- 
rect copy of the original. This objec- 
tion was overruled en the ground that 
the counsel's contention was not true, | 
and McAllister answered the question. | 

He shid it differed in that there was 
nothing on the page he held in his) 
hand concerning either Owens or 
Young. McAllister also said the re- 
port was favorable to both Owens and. 
Young, but as he could not recollect 
any of the substance of the report on 
those officers, his answer was stricken 
out. McAllister said the next time he 
saw the report, after seeing Kidd and 
Knight have it, it was in its present 
mutilated condition. This was on the | 
morning of the twenty-first, and it waa | 
at that time in Coleman's possession. | 

Logan was recalled after McAllister | 
had left the stand, and testified to | 
about the same statements as McAl- 
lister, except that he remembered 
little of the report about Justice | 
Young that he did not know whether | 
or not he got his impression of it | 
from the report itself on the record of 
April 20. John E. Plater was then 
called, and identified the report on Jus- 
tices Morrison and Rossiter as being 
identical with the original. Plater was 
the secretary of the grand jury. 

It. B. Kidd was the next witness. He 
testified that he was busy working on 
the report when Snowden and a friend 
came into the room. Snowden told. 
Kidd he had already seen th® report, | 
and said, ‘‘When you come to that part | 
about Justice Morrison, let him off | 
light. He is a good fellow and one of | 
the boys. You won't lose anything If 
you .don't say anything about it at 
all. You know how these grand juries 
are, and how they get after a fellow. 
If you do this, I may be able, some 
time, to reciprocate the favor.” 

As Kidd was very busy he gave 
Snowden some non-committal answer 
and Snowden walked over to where 
Knight was seated, and repeated to 
him substantially the same request he 
had made to Kidd. Knight’ made no 
answer whatever. Snowden then came 
back to Kidd and again requested that 
he keep out the report concerning Jus- 
tice Morrison. As Kidd again refused 
to commit himself, Snowden sat down 
slightly behind him and asked that he 
be given a part of the report, saying 
that there was something in it. he 
wanted to see. 

Kidd told him that he was busy 
copying it, and had but little time. 
Snowden then asked that he be given 
a part that Kidd was not using, and 
accordingly the latter handed him six 
or eight sheets of the report. Kidd 


' When Coleman had 


that time he had no Intention of do- 
ing &o. 

When Coleman returned to the court- 
room after 5 o'clock he decided that he 
could copy the report much easier at 
his desk in the Times office than in the - 


courtroom, where the light was al- 
ready beginning to fall. He accord- 
ingly took the report with him to the 
Times office. Not long after he arrived 
at the office, he was given a detail 
which required immediate attention. 


Another reporter was given the grand 
jury report to finish Coleman’s work. 
Through a misunderstanding, the 
reporter thought the document in his 
possession was a copy of the report, 
and commenced cutting extracts from 
it and pasting them in his copy. This 
work had been in progres@ but a short 
time when Coleman returned, and ap- 
prised the reporter of his mistake. As 
none of the copy had left the repor- 


ter’s desk, it was a comparatively easy 


task to find every scrap of the cight 
pages, three of which were merely 
torn from their fastening at the top of 
the page, and they were at once pasted 
together. 

Coleman then took the -nutilated 
pages to a typewriter, and had exact 
copies made. He then returmed the 
copies and original pages Logan, 
telling him how the accident occurred. 
the eight pages 
typewritten, he ordered the contents 
of two of them placed on one, and 
pinned two of the mutilated pages ta- 
gether. which accounted for there be- 
ing seven pages instead of eight in 
the « opy. 

At this juncture Justice Young 
stated that as there did not appear to 
be sufficient evidence on which to hold 
Snowden, he would order the case dis- 
missed. He said he did not think there’ 
had been enough evidence to warrant 
the District Attorney in issuing the 
complaint. Coleman explained that 
matter by saying that at the time 
when he requested that the complaint 
be issued, and up to the time of the 
examination, he had understood that 
McAllister had seen Logan hand xidd 
the report just after he (McAllister)

had looked through it, and noticed 
the reference to the justices. 
This, Coleman said, was what he 


had understood McAllister to say, and 
was, to the best of his knowledge and 
belief, what he did say. 

Justice Young accordingly exonerated 
the District Attorney's office from all 
hlame in the matter, as the case as 
presented to Deputy James placed the 
matter in a different light. 

The fact that the Record. was the 
only paper in Los Angeles to publish 
any reference to the report on jus- 
tices was not broucht out inthe testi- 
mony yesterday. This, how@ter, was 
true. Neither The Times, Herald nor 
Express mentioned any report on any 
justice. except Barnes. The Record’s 
heading for its article on the report, 
published on Aprih 20, was “Scores the 
City Engineer, Coroner, Justices Ros- 


siter,. Young and Barnes, and the 
Santa Monica Police.” The following 
is an extract from the article itself. 


“The report itself scores Judge Ros- 
siter of Pasadena and Ju‘ilee Young 
of the Township Court. while Justice 
D. C. Morrison is highly commended 
for his able administration of police 
affairs.”’

was not eeated in a position in *vhich 


he could watch Snowden, but he heard |! 
him rustling the leaves. Snowden then 
returned the sheets, and saying “That’s 
all right,”’ went out of the courtroom. 

Kidd was positive that he had not 
seen that portion of the report which 
referred to any justices except Justice | 
Barnes of Pomona, although he was 
eomewhat surprised at not coming 
across it. He thought that it must 
have been embodied in some para- 
graph at the bottom of a page. or else 
have been under another heading when 
he did not. discover it. He made no 
mention of any of the justices of the 
peace except Barnes in the article 
which he wrote for the Fixpress. Kidd 
met Snowden in front of the Hollenbeck 
after Judge Smith had discovered the 
absence of the missing sheet, and asked 
him if he had heen spoken to about it. 
Snowden said that Logan had been 
“giving him the dickens” about the 
matter. 

Clerk Logan was again recalled to 
tell what he. knew about the mutilated 
pages. He said he had numbered the 
pages of the report when he returned 
to the courtroom and found that Kidd 
had split the report. At that time 
there were twenty-four pages. Logan | 
also explained how he found the pages 
mutilated. He said he placed the re- 
port ina drawer of his desk on the day 
it was filed, so that Coleman could get 


it after 5 o’clock and finish copying it. 
| Logan said he had given Coleman in- | 


structions not to take the document 
from the Courthouse. The next morn- 
ing Coleman had come to him with the 
report, the first eight pages of which 
were in a mutilated condition. Cole- 
man had pasted these pages together, 
however, and had procured an exact 
copy of them. These copies were then 
attached to the remaining original 
pages of the report. — 


Logan noticed one discrepancy be- 


tween the copies and the mutilated 
original pages. There were eight pages 
mutilated, whereas there were but 


seven pages of the copies. Coleman ex- 
plained this, however, by stating that 
some of the items of the original re- 
port had-occupied but a small space at 
the top of the page, leaving considera- 
ble blank space. Coleman had not al- 
lowed for the blank paper, but had the 
contents of two of the original pages 
placed on one page of the copy, not 
thinking of the discrepancy that would 
make in the numbering. 

Kidd was recalled and testified that 
Logan numbered the pages of the report 
after Snowden had left the courtroom. 
John Knight followed. Kidd, and sub- 
stantiated the latter’s statements in re- 
gard to Snowden’s requests that Mor- 
rison’s ‘roast be modified or altogether 
left out. Knight also said that there 
were no references to Justices Morrison 
or Rossiter in the portion of the report 
he examined. All of the witnesses who 
had testified up to this time had been 


j asked by the defendant's counsel if they 


had seen Snowden take any part of the 
report, and each had answered in the 


negataive. 

Coleman then took the 
stand. His testimony was in substance 

as follows: He came into Department 

One about 1 o'clock in the afternoon of 
April 20, and found Kidd and Knight at 

work on the grand jury report. He dig 

not look at it until after they had fin- 

ished, and after Charles Luckenbach 
had read some portions of it. When 

he finally did receive the report it was 

bound. Coleman first looked it over 
carefully, reading all of “the shorter 
comments on the various offices, and: 
Pelancing over the longer ones. He 
commeneed copying the document, but 
had to leave it and attend to some other 
work before he had finished. 

He then glanced through’ that por- 
tion of the report which he had not 

copied, and neither at that time nor at 

any other time did he see any-refer- 

ence to any Justice of the Peace other 
than Justice Barnes of Pomona. Find- 

ing that he was to be crowded for time, 

he requested Clerk Logan to place the 

document where he could get it after ? 
o’clock and conclude his report of it. 


Logan accordingly placed the report 
in a drawer in his desk. Coleman did 
not remember that he had been «pe- 
cially admonished not to take the 


document from the Courthouse, but at 


noon before Judge York, in the applica- 
tion for divorce made by Rosa J. But- 
ler, in which she seeks legal separation 
from her husband, Frank G. Butler, al- 
leging adultery and extreme cruelty. 
Mrs. Butler states in her application 
that she was married to Frank G. But- 
ler on April 3, 1878, in Wayne county, 
O. On December 25, 1883, they came to 
Los Angeles county, taking up theér 
residence at Long Beach, where Butler 
became a rancher and general agent 
for agricultural implements. Their ex- 
istence, according to Mrs. Butler, was 
an exceedingl* pleasant one until the 
fall of 1895, when Butler suddenly be- 
came. infatuated with one Mrs. Mary 
C. Teale, or Mrs. Mary C. McKeon, a 
married woman residing at Long Beach. 
As a consequence of this infatuation, 
Butler began to neglect and abuse his 
wife, and she alleges that on November 
5, 1895, he tried to force her to bring 
an action for divorce, offering her as an 
incentive to such an action one-half of 
his property if she would consent to do 
so. When she refused, Butler threat- 
ened to squander and dissipate same, 
and promptly started in to carry out 
his threat by becoming the almost con- 
stant companion of Mrs. McKeon, 
whom he is accused of having taken 
carriage riding and vigited during un- 
seemly hours. He also, the complaint 
alleges, began to abuse his wife, and 
repeatedly demanded that she sue for 
divorce, stating that he had-afforded 
her ample grounds for such action: On 
May 6 of last year Butler left, sup- 
posedly with Mrs. McKeon, and has not 
been heard from since. 

Mrs. Butler prays for $75 per month 
alimony, together with all the property 
and $1500 to defray counsel fees and 
other expenses. The case will be con- 
tinued tomorrow.

money is very hard to get just now in 
Los Angeles, it cannot be denied that 
for those who have only a little money, 
this is a very cheap place in which 
to live. 

San Francisco and New Orleans have 
Jong been noted as cities in which food 
and meals are remarkably cheap, but 
it is questionable whether even tnose 
cities, which are so bountifully sup- 
plied with food products of all descrip- 
tions, from land and sea, can com- 
pare with Los Afgeles today in this 
respect. For instance, there are seyv- 
eral restaurants in the city where a 
‘satisfactory meal, neatly served, may 
be had for the low price of 5 cents, the 
menu including a choice of half a dozen 
varieties of meat, with vegetables, 
bread and coffee. On the East Side are 
restaurants which advertise on Sun- 
Gays a chicken dinner, with wine and 
ice cream, for 10 cents.

some, and the meal is-certainly “wery

EXPORTS AND THE TARIFF. 

The free-trade theory that the ex- 
ports of qa nation must necessarily be 
decreased by an increase of tariff du- 
ties, and must be increased by a les- 
sening of duties, has been thoroughly 
disproved by the experience of the 
United States. Nevertheless, the ad- 
vocates of free trade continue to in- 
sist upon that theory as an inexorable 
law of international commerce, and 
they persistently refuse to be con- 
vinced of their error by the celd logic 
of actual results. 

The Two Republics, a paper pub- 
lished in the Cityeof Mexico, comment- 
ing in its-issue of April 24 on the pros- 
pect of higher duties in the United 
States, when the tariff bill now pend- 
ing shall have become a law, some- 
what bumptiously says: 


“In a dispatch to the Two Republics 
vesterday morning it was stated from 
the Bureau of Statistics of the State 
| Department at Washington that the ex- 
port of manufactured goods to foreign 
countries ,increased from 24:93 per 
cent. in 1895 to 25.71 last year. This 
increase was obtained under the Wil- 
son-Gorman tariff and during a period 
of depression unparalleled in the com- 
mercial history of the United States: 
and, what is more significant, in all 
countries to which thes¢- manufactured 
goods were exported business depres- 
sion was the rule and not the excep- 
tion. The substitution of the bill now 
before the Senate for the Wilson Bil) 
will not therefore alleviate the ter-

Grover Cleveland was elected Pres- 
ident on a free-trade platform in No- 
vember, 1892, and took his seat March 
4, 189% His administration and the 

ongress supporting it were pledged 
to repeal the McKinley law, and ft 


was expected that that pledge would be |: 


carried. out long before the close of 
the calendar year 1893. Although the 
McKinley law was not formally re- 
pealed until August, 1894, it. was not 
fully operative as a protective meas- 


ure after March 4, 1893, as its repeal 


had been fully decided upon. Our ex- 
ports for the year 1893 fell to $8f7%,- 
663,194, and reached only $869,207,941 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1894. 
The next year—that following the en- 
actment of the Gorman-Wilson law— 
they dropped to $807,538,165. The ex- 


act figures for 1896 are not at hand, but 


they show only a slight increase over 
1895. 

Now, if the free-trade theory were 
correct, our exports would have shown 
a marked decrease after the enactment 
of the..McKinley law. Instead, they 
showed a marked increase, reaching the 
highest total-in the history of the 
country in 1892, under the McKinley 
law. And according to the free-trade 
theory, our exports should have 
greatly increased in the years follow- 
ing the enactment of the Gorman- 
Wilson law, with its lower duties. In- 
stead, they showed a marked de- 
crease. It is extremely difficult, and 
in fact impossible, to reconcile these 
facts with the free-trade theory as to 
duties and exports. 


The statement that “the United 
States must dispose of 40 per cent. of 
all her manufactured products to for- 
eign countries tn order to keep her 
factories running full time” is also 
based upon an unwarranted assump- 
tion, which fails to take proper cog- 
nizance of the possibilities of the home 
markets, and of the beneficial results 
which flow from adequate tariff pro- 
tection. Asan abstract proposition, 
the wants of men are limited only by 
the ability of men to supply those 
wants. Increase the purchasing power 
of the consumer and we increase his 
probable purchases, thus correspond- 
ingly enlarging the market for the 
products of labor. A protective tariff 


which shuts: out foreign goods in- 


creases the home consumption of do- 
mestic products of like kind. This 
gives employment to more workmen in 
our domestic industries, thus increas- 
ing the purchasing power of those 
workmen. By virtue of their in- 
creased purchasing power they bccome 
heavier consumers, thus strengihen- 
ing the market and leading to more 
extensive employment and better 
wages. This process goes on indefi- 
nitely until it results in a full tide of 
prosperity. Such a tide swept over 
this country in 1891 and 1892. Sucha 
tide will again sweep over the land in 
the near future if the new tariff law 
provides sufficient protection for our 
industries. 

If every idle workman in the land 
could be given employment tomorrow, 
at good wages, the demand of our 
home market would be so enormously 
increased within sixty days that our 
mills and factories could not supply 
it, even though they were operated 
on extra time. It is only when our 
domestic market is crippled that we 


have tdte~factories and an 


surplus of products which become a 
drug upon the market because those 
who would buy them ‘have not the 
money to do so. Low tariffs cripple 
the domestic market, throw our own 
workmen out of employment, produce 
industrial stagnation, bankruptcy and 
general distress.

DEBS NOT WANTED IN CALIFORNIA. 

A San Francisco paper is authority 
for the statement that ‘‘a coéperative 
commonwealth” is to be founded in 
California. There is nothing particu- 
larly alarming in this statement, as 
an abstract proposition, even if it were 
fully verified. But the San Francisco 
paper further asserts that Eugene V. 
Debs is to be at the head of the en- 
terprise. This information, it is 
hardly necessary to say, puts a new 
phase upon the matter, and sounds a 
note of warning for California to be 
on her guard. 3 

In the absence of..definite informa- 
tion as to the alleged plans of Debs, 
it is of course impracticable to discuss 
them at this time. But it may be set 
down as a broad general proposition 
that Debs will not be welcomed to Cal- 
ifornia with open arms, no matter 
what his scheme may be. We have 
heard of Debs. We knew something 
about Debs. And what we-know about 
him is not at all to his advantage. We 
want none of him. We do not want 
him in California in any capacity, upon

Congress in 1880, and every ten years 
thereafter, the basis upon which the 
population of the municipal corpora- 
tion should be determined, unless a di- 
rect enumeration be taken, as in the act 
ply omg Section 3 of the act provides 

ow the municipal authorities can have 
an enumeration taken, and should that 
enumeration show that the city changes 
to a higher or lower class, how the 
transition shall be made. 

According to the provisions of that 
act, a petition of one-fifth of the qual- 
ified electors must be presented, and 
then the authorities will submit the 
question of reorganization at the next 
general elecion, then, if the majority 
of the vote cast be in favor of a reor- 
ganization, officers shall be elected. 

It is scarcely possible that this law 
has been modified. If it has not,.the 
city, with over 100,000 inhabitants, will 
stand in statu quo until the. next gen- 
eral election.

GOLD EXPORTS. Recent dispatches 
from the East have brought the in- 
formation that gold exports have re- 
eommenced, and the opinion has been 
expressed that it may be necessary 
before long to make another bond is- 
eve. Writing upon this subject, a week 
ago, before the gold shipments com- 
menced. the editor of the United 
States Investor says: 

“The indications are, however, that 
the gold shipments this season will be 
purely normal We caneasily stand 
the loss of $25,000,000 of our gold, and 
unless soinething at present entirely 
unforeseen occurs there should be no 
ground for uneasiness over the de- 
parture of such an amount of the Ye |- 
low metal.’ In fact, we hav? every 
reason to feel satisfied with our pres- 
ent position. Under ordinary circum- 
stances gold exports would have be- 
gun before this, and were it not for 


the extraordinary purchases of com- 
modities abroad by Americans during 
the last, few months, it might be pos- 
sible to look forward to. one of the 
smallest specie export movements in 


our history.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

CALIFORNIA OLIVES IN THE 
EAST. At last a systematic and bust- 
ness-like effort is to be made to intro- 
duce California olives in the East. 
Shipments hitherto made have been 
in a spasmodic and irregular manner, 
so that little has been done to over- 
come the pre judice that exists among 


many eastern dealers toward the Cali- 
fornia ripe olive, and to enlighten the 
ignorance of other people, for instance, 
the editor of the Philadelphia Grocery 
World, who has published some amus- 
ing statements in regard to Califor- 
nia olives, among others, that the trees 
in California are not yet old enough 
to produce olives as good as those 
Which are-imported from Europe. An- 
other remarkable statement of that 
journal—which appears to have a 
grudge against the California olive 
industry—is that California produced 


last year less than 500 gallons of olives. 
James Hill & Sons, who have been 
engaged in the manufacture of vine- 


gar and pickles in Los Angeles for 
several years, have taken up the olive 
business in earnest. For several sea- 
sons they have been large purchasers 


and packers of California olives, 
this season they have 


and 
opened up busi- 


ness with the Fast on a large scale, the 
result of which movement has been, 
so far, quite encouraging. As a result 
of shipments which they have made 
orders have recently been received 
from New York, Chicago, Pittsburgh 
and other eastern cities, while Denver, 
to which shipments were made last 
season, has increased its orders six- 
fold. This firm bought up all the 
Pomona crop of the past season, that 


is to say, all the olives which were 


marketable for shipment. Only the 
finest are shipped East, the others be- 
ing sold cheap In the local market. 


The olives put up for eastern ship- 
ment are quite ripe, and black or red- 


black in color. They are prepared 
both by the regular lye process, and 
by the water process, in the latter 
case being ‘slit or pricked. They are 
put up in-six sizes of bottles, which 
retail at from 10 cents to 75 cents 
each, the latter containing a quart. 


Messrs. Hill & Sons buy some olives 
fresh, and others that have been al- 
ready pickeld, in case they have heen 
well put up. In course of time they 
Will probably pickle all the $ fruit 
Which they handle, and make oil of 
the smaller berries. They find quite a 
difference in the olives of various lo- 
calities, and they require different 
treatment in pickling. Their experi- 
ence is that those berries that have 
been little irrigated keep better than 
those that have. Those from the old 
mission of San Fernando, which have 
never been irrigated, are said to be 
very fine. They guarantee all their 
olives to keep. Some that were bo 
tled in October, 1895, are still perfectly 
good. Trial lots of olives have “es 4 
Sent to dealers all over the middle 
West, and orders are coming -in-stead- 
ily. In a recent issue of the Globe- 
Democrat, a large grocer of St. Leuis 
as a display advertisement on the 
front page, advertising California ol- 
ives. The trade in Spanish olives is a 
much larger one than many Califor- 
nians suppose. One Chicago firm 
handled last season 200 carloads of 
Spanish olives. This season there is 
a very short crop in Spain, and prices 
are up 40 per cent., which gives Cali- 
fornia olives a chance to be introduced. 
Hill & Sons are having the olives 
which they put up served at banquets 
in the East, and in dining-cars on the 
cars on the railroads. For distribution 


on cars they have prépared a small 
ferd. to be given to travelers who dis- 
Diay any interest on California olives. 
or make inquiries regarding them. 


It reads as follows, with the name 
the pac kers on the back: 

_ “Most California fruits are now well- 
known to the people of this country, 
excepting the ripe pickled olive. It is 
‘but a question of pro perly introducing 
this product to the notice of the con- 
sumer to establish the California ripe 
Olive as a fav rite article of food.

Mr. Hill says that if 
this shipment consists of the same 
fruit that he supposes—some ‘Fresno 
Olives which had already heen of- 
fered him and refused—it will not 
make a good impression on eastern 
dealers and consumers, as the berries 
will net keep, The same is true of a 
shipment of olfves to the East from 
omona, which was recéntly sold on 
arrival at very lew prices—somethi ng 
like 50 cents a gallon—because they 
were rrot in good shape.

While upon this subject it should be 
added that Southern Californians 
would do well to be alive to the nec- 
essity of securing a property duty on 
olives and olive oll. The proposed duty 
on olives is 25 cente per gallon in bot- 
tles, and 15 cents: per gallon.in casks. 
On olive oil 50 cents per gallon is 
asked, although in December last. the 
State BRoard of Horticulture asked for 
$1 per gallon. The present duty on oll 
is % cente per gallon, which ts already 
inadequate in view of the great dif- 
ference in the cost of labor, between 
California and Europe. 


ANOTHER WHOLBPSALE' GRO- 
CERY HOUSE. A new wholesale gro- 
cery house opened its doors to the pub- 
lic on Los Angeles street yesterday. 
The name of the firm is M. W. Stewart 
& Co. Mr. Stewart was engaged in gen- 
eral merchandise in Colorado from 1870 
to 1874, under the firm name of Norton 
& Stewart. In the latter year he re- 
moved to Arizona, where business was 
carried on for eleven years under the 
same firm name, at Willcox, with 
branches at San Carlos and other 
points. In Arizona the firm, in addi- 
tion to a large general merchandise 
business, handled big government con- 
tracts, besides operating about two 
hundred miles of stage line. In 1885 the 
firm was dissolved, Mr. Norton succeed- 
ing to the business. Mr. Stewart en- 
gaged in stock-raising, until a few 
years ago, when he came to Los Ange- 
les to look for a business opening. He 
was induced to engage in the wholesale 
grocery business, after careful investi- 
gation, owing to the fact that there are 
in Los Angeles only three jobbing 
houses, while other cities of the same 
size have half a dozen or more of such 
establishments. 

The rapid increase in population of 
the city and surrounding country trib- 
utary to Los Angeles certainly appears 
to offer an inviting field for such a line 
of business. Mr. Stewart's wide ac- 
quaintance in Arizona, where he played 
a prominent part, both commercially 
and politically, should enable him to se- 
cure a good share of the trade of that 
growing territory. This new commer- 
cial enterprise is another proof of the 
rapid growth of Los Angeles as the 
commercial metropolis of the South- 
west. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


TAXING BEER AND SPIRITS. The 
report from Washington that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury will probably 
recommend to Congress a material re- 
duction in the internal revenue tax on 
distilled spirits, and an increase in the 
tax on beer, looks, on the surface, like 
an attempt to encourage the consump- 
tion of the more alcoholic beverages. 
The explanation of the change is the 
fact that “‘moonshining”’ has become so 
prevalent throughout the country, and 
is so difficult to detect, that it has been 
found necessary to lessen the tempta- 
tion for the illicit manufacture of 
whisky. The increased tax on beer 
would in all probability be borne by the 
brewers and wholesale dealers.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 
Stocks and. Bonds. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PEESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, May 1.—The close of 
the week's trading on the Stock Ex- 
change was marked by the same con- 
dition of apathy and almost stagnation 
which has characterized the market all 
through the week. This Was accentuated 
by the fact that today was a holiday on 
the London exchange and by ‘the defi- 
nite announcement from Boston that 
shipment of gold for Europe on Tues- 
day next by a house there would be in- 
creased to $1,000,000. The market was 
left freely in the hands of professional 
traders and was without feature. The 
dullness was accompanied by the 
heaviness of inertia and prices sagged 
even on the limited offerings_of shares. 
A few individual properties were sub- 
jected to special unfavorable influences 
and the general market showed itself 
sensitive to the sympathetie effect of 
these, though the fluctuations’ were 
within a narrow compass. The average 
decline for the day was something over 
%. The grangers were rather heavier 
than the general list. The market 
closed unsettled and irregular. 

The dealers in stocks and bonds have 
been occupied all week almost exclu- 
sively with the gold-export movement 
which has set in and have manifested 
considerable uneasiness at the propor- 
tions assumed by the shipments. There 
has been some undertone of strength in 
the market, finding expression in the 
small offerings of securities at a low 
level, but prices have been on a de- 
scending scale, almost without excep- 
tion. The gold movement has proved a 
puzzle to the best authorities and the 
inability to account for it satisfactorily 
has been as much the cause of the stag-. 
nation in stock dealing as any positive 
apprehensions of its effects. 

The bond market was devoid of fea- 
ture during the week and prices of the 
leading issues show but little net 
changes. The main trend of values 
was toward a lower plane in sympathy 
with the influences governing the share 
market, but the losses are not extreme, 
except in a few of the usually neglected 
mortgages.

EAST COLORADO STREET. 


A House Looted in the Absence of 
the Occupants—Raymond Excur- 
sionists at Hotel Green—Fitting 
Recognition of City Clerk Dyer’s 
Faithful Services. 


PASADENA, May 1.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] A bold robbery was per- 
petrated this afternoon at the house of 
John Breiner on East Colorado street 
near Lake avenue. 

About 1:30 o’clock Mrs. Breiner went 
out to drive, carefully locking up the 
house before she went. When she re- 
turned, about three hours later, she 
found the large pane of glass in the 
front door had been shattered and 
everything inside the house was in the 
wildest confusion. Every room in the 
house had been ransacked, and even 
the attic had been visited. Bureau 
drawers had been overturned, beds and 
bedding had been searched, and the 
burglar had rummaged through sev- 
eral boxes and a large trunk. 

Marshal Lacey was at once noti- 
fied, and soon reached the scene. Care- 
ful examination showed that the booty 
secured by the thief was compara- 
tively small. A gold watch and chain, 
a locket and chain, two rings and a 
pocketbook containing 25 cents are the 
only articles known to be missing. The 
silverware in the dining-room was left 
untouched. 

It was evident that the burglar had 
gained é¢ntrance to the house by 
smashing the glass in the front door 
and then made his search for valuables 
at leisure. Apparently he must have 
seen Mrs. Breiner leave the house, 
and then rightly concluded that he 
had ample time for his operations. 

As Marshal Lacey has a full de- 
scription. of the stolen articles, there 
is a fair prospect that the thief may 
be apprehended when he attempts to 
dispose of his plunder. 

e fact that such a burglary could 
be committed in broad daylight on a 
street as much traveled as Colorado 
street; is a striking commentary upon 
the need of ‘more adequate police pro- 
tection.

Growth of Sugar-beet Indastry and 
Future Possibilitics. 

SANTA ANA, May 1.—[{Regular Cor- 
on aes Senator Jones of Gar- 
den ve stated to the Times corre- 
spondent today that there are now 
growing in Orange county over 7000 
acres of sugar beets, and the indica- 
tions are that in a few years this large 
acreage will be materially increased. 

The Chino factory has contracts for 
4000 acres and the new Alamitos /fac- 

ry has about 2500 acres. This fac- 
tory will, when completed, consume 
about 350 tons of beets per day, and 
Mr. Jones is of the opinion that the 
farmers in and around Garden Grove 
will plant and cultivate at least 12,000 
acres of beets if the factories will be 
put up to handle them. He states 
that the farmers west of the Santa 
Ana River have profited greatly by 
their experience of the past year in 
the planting of this product. Last 
year 2000 acrés had to be replanted, 
and this year only 200 acres of the 
first planting failed to make a food 
stand. The trouble last season seems 
to have been that the beets were 
planted too deep. The crop this year 
promises, so far, splendid results.
